that i had are avaiiabie to every American,” he said. 


CENSUS QUESTION AXED U.S. District 

Judge Jesse Furman of New York has ordered the 
Trump administration to not ask about citizenship 
status in the 2020 census. The judge caiied the 
White House’s attempts to raise the question, 
which it has cieariy iied about to Congress, an 
“egregious” vioiation of the Administrative Proced¬ 
ure Act. Undercounting as a resuit of the question 
put in jeopardy an estimated $43 biiiion in census- 
guided federai funds for Texas; the case is iikeiy 
headed to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Fresh from reviewing the News staff’s 
upbeat interviews with the incoming 
Central Texas legislative delegation - 
Democrats all - I began the year ready to 
believe that the 86th 
Legislature was indeed 
going to be different. 

Reactionaries would retreat, 
open misogyny would 
return to the shadows, rac¬ 
ism would be kept at arm’s 
length, and the Capitol 
might actually accomplish 
some progress on school 
funding, health care, trans¬ 
portation ... 

Well, maybe. In the wake 
of the past week’s events and with the ses¬ 
sion barely getting into gear, my credulous 
optimism is already looking a bit thread¬ 
bare. Unsurprisingly, Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick 
provided an initial balloon-puncture with 
his absence from opening day festivities in 


order to join President Donald Trump at the 
White House to show his solidarity and 
receive instructions on immigration and 
the Great Border Wall. Patrick returned to 
Texas to say that not only 
does he support the object of 
Trump’s obsession, but he 
also offered to have Texas 
take the job off Trump’s 
hands and (his spokesman 
told The Texas Tribune) 
“build the wall in the areas 
where it is needed.” 

Even Gov. Greg Abbott, no 
shrinking violet on “border 
security,” rolled his eyes at 
Patrick’s “hypothetical with 
no conclusion.” Patrick did grab some head¬ 
lines on a day that otherwise would have 
belonged to newly elected Speaker of the 
Texas House Dennis Bonnen, enjoying a 
media honeymoon as a seeker of bipartisan¬ 
ship. That’s another “we’ll-see” - a few days 


later, Abbott, Patrick, and Bonnen met at 
the Governor’s Mansion and delivered a 
back-slapping benediction to their one-par¬ 
ty rule. Patrick set the autocratic tone: “If 
the three of us are aligned that we are going 
to accomplish a mission and pass legisla¬ 
tion, it happens. And if the three of us are 
aligned that something isn’t going to pass, 
then it doesn’t happen.” 

There’s a touching portrait of representa¬ 
tive democracy in action. 

BYZANTINE NININUNS 

Back in 2004, state District Judge John 
Dietz declared the Texas system of funding 
public schools to be unconstitutional, fail¬ 
ing to fulfill its foundational responsibility 
of a sufficient and equitable education for 
all Texans. “The Court declares,” wrote 
Dietz, “that the State’s school finance sys¬ 
tem is neither financially efficient nor effi¬ 
cient in the sense of providing for the man-

dated adequate education nor the statutory 
regime of accreditation, accountability, and 
assessment.” Not much has changed in the 
subsequent 15 years, although each new 
biennium has been thick with assurances 
that this time, they’ll get it right. 

Nevertheless, in 2013 Dietz issued a 
similar ruling, repeating, “[EJducation 
costs money but ... ignorance costs more 
money. ... The problems only get worse the 
longer we wait.” He was overruled, of 
course, by the state Supreme Court, with 
this condescending justification: “Our 
Byzantine school funding ‘system’ is unde¬ 
niably imperfect, with immense room for 
improvement. But it satisfies minimum 
constitutional requirements.” 

Once again, we’re hearing the biennial 
promises. Abbott told the public that the 
GOP Triumvirate will solve “intractable 
issues that have been plaguing the state of 
Texas for decades”: “reforming our school 
finance system ... [and] reforming property 
taxes.” “Reforming,” in this context, is a 
term of art (Molly Ivins often preferred to 
substitute “deforming”). Actually reform¬ 
ing school finance, by any sane implica¬ 
tion, would mean finding ways and means 
of greatly increasing state funding to pub¬ 
lic schools; by “reforming property taxes,” 
however, Abbott means finding ways of 
preventing local jurisdictions (school dis¬ 
tricts as well as cities) from raising suffi¬ 
cient means to provide the funding that 
the state refuses to allocate. 

CONTRADICTORY AT THE OUTSET 

So, in plain English, the current plan is 
along the lines of quitting your job in order 
to increase your income: Cut property 
taxes and increase school funding. If you 
think that sounds contradictory at the out¬ 
set, you’re beginning to understand Texas 
politics. 

As Dietz told the Texas Observer in 2016, 
“If they had to pass a tax increase, and they 
pass a tax increase and the public runs 
them out of office, OK. But I think their 
oath is to preserve the Constitution. It’s not 
to get re-elected. Goddamn! What is more 
important than education?” 

Over the next few months, we’ll learn 
the answer to the judge’s question. I’d like 
to believe that sufficient numbers of legis¬ 
lators will look in the mirror and tell them¬ 
selves, “There are some things more 
important than re-election.” Based on 
nearly 30 years of Capitol reporting, I 
remain more than a trifle skeptical that will 
happen. My best guess is that we’ll hear a 
lot of huffing and puffing about putting 
more money in schools, there will be more 
hand-wringing and histrionic pandering 
about border security, and Abbott and 
Patrick will begin publicly harrumphing 
and privately twisting arms over property 
taxes ... and the result will be a cosmetic 
resolution that kicks the school funding 
can down the road again. 

Maybe this time, they’ll prove me wrong. 
Nevertheless, nobody’s ever gone broke 
betting against the better angels of the 
Texas Legislature. ■ 


WHOLE FOODS’ 180 ON SALTILLO’S 365 

With last week’s news that Whole Foods Market 
would open no more of its smaller, more affordable 
365 stores, plans for Plaza Saltillo were thrown into 
question. The major East Austin redevelopment, span¬ 
ning the Capital Metro railyard along Fourth and Fifth 
streets from 1-35 to Comal, was expected to welcome a 
365 store later this year, the first full-service grocer to 
serve the inner Eastside in decades. Instead, according 
to Jason Thumlert, principal at Saltillo master developer 
Endeavor Real Estate Group, the grocer is “committed 
to opening a full-line Whole Foods Market at Saltillo” 
in the same 30,000-square-foot space; Endeavor, he 
said, “remains excited to bring a grocery store to the 
community.” On Friday, Jan. 11, Yahoo Finance reported 
that WFM would drop the 365 concept but keep open 
the 12 existing stores, including one in Cedar Park. The 
stores, named for Whole Foods’ 365 Everyday Value 
store-brand products, were aimed at millennials look¬ 
ing for affordable food options; but since Amazon pur¬ 
chased WFM in 2017, prices have been routinely 
trending downward at “core Whole Foods Market 
stores,” CEO John Mackey reportedly wrote in an 
internal email, making a separate value brand “less 
relevant.” Yahoo Finance received a press statement 
noting that the store has incorporated “learnings and 
innovations from 365,” so not all is lost. - Sarah Marloff 

BUZZ, BUZZ, BUZZ GO THE SCOOTERS 

It’s been a big news week for electric scooters. UT 
baseball star David Hamilton had his 2019 season end 
before it even began, due to a torn Achilles tendon 
sustained in a scooter accident. Then the Austin 
Transportation Department released a treasure trove 
of dockless mobility data “in the spirit of transparency 
and collaboration,” with the department’s civic 
technologists inviting input and insights from Austin’s 
robust open-data community on how to learn from our 


experience (see www.austintexas.gov/ 
docklessmobility). Three portals track vehicle trips, 
where those trips occur within the city, and self- 
reported data from the industry. Those datasets 
document more than 2 million trips in the nine months 
since Lime, Bird, et al. came to Austin; we’ve already 
had more than 100,000 trips this month alone, the 
overwhelming majority of which were on scooters. 

The growing popularity of the devices, as well as 
their obvious dangers, are enough reason for the city to 
keep fine-tuning its rules on the subject. That continued 
this week, with the Parks and Recreation Department 
announcing a pilot program to allow electric bikes and 
scooters on certain city parkland trails, a practice that is 
currently banned (not that anyone seems to care). From 
now until September, you can scoot or e-bike on the 
Johnson Creek, Shoal Creek (south of 15th St.), and 
Northern and Southern Walnut Creek Trails, as well as 
on the Ann and Roy Butler Hike and Bike Trail and the 
Boardwalk along Lady Bird Lake (e-bikes only). During 
the program, the city will monitor usage to get 
feedback, update trail signage, and mount a public 
education campaign. - Nina Hernandez 

VILLAGE IDIOT MUST SPILL HIS SECRETS 

We at the Chronicle try to make this space an Alex 
Jones-free zone, but report the news we must. Austin’s 
homegrown conspiracy clown, now an international 
embarrassment, had a bad day in court last week. 
Connecticut Superior Court Judge Barbara Beilis ruled 
on Friday that plaintiffs in a defamation lawsuit against 
Jones, alleging a “campaign of harassment” following 
the Sandy Hook school shooting, could access the 
financial records of Jones and Infowars, the 
unaccountably popular multimedia platform from 
which he proliferates his nonsense - including the 
theory that Sandy Hook was a “false flag” hoax 
designed to gin up support for stricter gun laws. (Note

that 20 children under the age of 7, along with seven 
adults and the shooter, died in the 2012 massacre.) The 
ruling could give the plaintiffs - relatives of children 
and adults killed in the massacre and an FBI agent who 
responded to the shooting - access to the internal 
communications and marketing strategies at Infowars, 
a step the plaintiffs’ lawyers described as necessary to 
understand the planning and coordination that went 
into perpetuating the Sandy Hook conspiracy theory. 
Attorneys for Jones plan to appeal the ruling. 

Here at home, in a separate lawsuit filed by a differ¬ 
ent Sandy Hook parent in Travis County’s 53rcl District 
Court, lawyers for the plaintiff also filed a motion for 
discovery, saying she cannot adequately detail the 
harassment she endured - coordinated and promoted 
by Jones and his employees - without access to docu¬ 
ments. The motion reads: “Plaintiff is entitled to pres¬ 
ent the full scope of the outrageous conduct support¬ 
ing her [intentional infliction of emotional distress] 
claim, and discovery will aid her in creating a record 
which fairly and fully describes Defendants’ continuing 
course of conduct.” A hearing on the motion is sched¬ 
uled for Jan. 24. - Austin Sanders

BRINGING HEALTH CARE TO THE HOMELESS 



People without homes often didn’t just 
run out of money; many saw their chances 
for a safe life derailed by physical and men¬ 
tal illness that does not improve once on 
the street. With a new federally funded 
mobile care team, UT-Austin’s Dell Medical 
School, CommUnityCare, and Integral 
Care can deliver street medicine to man¬ 
age the chronic health needs that make 
homelessness even more complex for those 
living it. 

“For people experiencing homelessness, 
their whole lives are a series of competing 
demands,” says Dr. Timothy Mercer of Dell 
Med. “They’re trying to get medical care, 
mental health care, dealing with addictions, 
trying to get housed, 
meeting their survival 
needs - food, water - 
and managing the inter¬ 
nal impact of transience, 
or of being in and out of 
the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. It’s just a lot.” 

It’s especially “a lot” 
when viewed through 
the frame of a health 
care system built for a 
much different way of 
life, with demands that 
are simply annoying to most people but 
simply impossible when you live under a 
bridge. “Normally, the burden is entirely on 
the patient,” says Dr. Audrey Kuang, clini¬ 
cal director of CommUnityCare’s homeless 
health care programs and a professor at 
Dell Med. “They have to make appoint¬ 
ments, figure out how to get a ride, go to the 
pharmacy, get their labs processed. For 
someone struggling with mental illness, or 
chronically sick, or worrying about their 
next meal, those hoops can be insurmount¬ 
able obstacles.” 


The five-year, $2.3-million award from the 
Substance Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration is targeted to 
serve men and women with both behavioral 
health disorders and chronic medical condi¬ 
tions, who are not hard to find on Austin’s 
streets. Mercer, an assistant professor and 
the director of global health at Dell Med, is 
the project director for the mobile care 
team, which extends the work being done 
by the three grant partners at their fixed 
and pop-up clinic locations (at the Austin 
Resource Center for the Homeless, at the 
C.D. Doyle clinic on East Seventh, at 
Community First! Village, and elsewhere) 
and with the city’s Homelessness Outreach 
Street Team, alongside 
the Austin Police 
Department and Austin/ 
Travis County Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services. 

The team can now go 
farther - “on the street, 
a park bench, under a 
bridge, wherever we 
need to be,” says Kuang 
- to practice “street 
medicine,” which over 
the past 30 years has 
emerged as an distinct 
sub specialty, with best practices for engag¬ 
ing with clients who may not be used to 
being treated well by people in uniforms. 
While actual personnel may vary, the team 
will comprise a physician (or nurse practi¬ 
tioner) and psychiatrist (or NP), a licensed 
drug counselor, nursing and mental health 
case managers, and a peer navigator - that 
is, someone with lived experience. “One of 
the principles of the grant is to have a truly 
integrated, co-located team that can do 
everything at once if it’s possible. That may 
still be a longitudinal goal, but by bringing 


our team together, we can see and hypothe¬ 
size how that improves outcomes.” 

Mercer says “there isn’t any shortage of 
need, or of people who meet the criteria” for 
grant eligibility, but that the team relies on 
the many partner organizations in the safe¬ 
ty-net service systems to “know where cli¬ 
ents are and identify new clients. There’s a 
rich network of people with an on-the- 
ground presence, and that’s how we have to 
do it. Our people don’t have phones; they 
can’t schedule online. We need to find and 
maintain contact and maintain trust by 
being there for them when we say we will.” 

But no matter how skillfully and efficient¬ 
ly care is delivered on the streets, as long as 
those patients don’t have housing and the 
stability that comes with it, how effective can 
those efforts be? Mercer and the Dell Med 
team, like most who serve the homeless, 
keep their efforts in perspective. “I think 
'housing first’ is a philosophical and moral 
imperative from a human rights perspective. 


and that’s what we believe,” Mercer says. 
“But we also pragmatically know that ‘hous¬ 
ing first’ doesn’t mean ‘housing now,’ so 
what do we do in the meantime? I’d like to 
think we can do better than mere survival.” 

Mercer’s patients are doing better than 
just surviving. “In my clinical practice, 
from my narrow, medical view of the world, 
I can see people taking their insulin and 
their blood pressure meds and adhering 
pretty well to treatment; their AlC [a mea¬ 
sure of diabetes control] is coming down, 
and I’ve cured people of hepatitis C. But 
we’re taking responsibility for the popula¬ 
tion’s health as a whole, so I can measure 
my success also by their getting access to 
food, or transportation, or whatever the 
patient’s priority is. Sometimes they can’t 
deal with their diabetes until they sort out 
their housing or their addiction, or vice 
versa. Not just physically but also holisti¬ 
cally, we’ll meet patients where they are.”

RICHARD OVERTON GETS A HEARTFELT SEND-OFF 


The rain and cold left early to make room for sunny skies 
and warm feelings as Austin, Texas, the nation, and the 
world sent Richard Overton on ahead. The East Austin icon, 
America’s oldest man and oldest World War II veteran, who 
died in late December, was remembered Saturday, Jan. 12, 
as an avatar of grace and all that is and has been good 
about America during his 112 years. 

Up in the media box in the top tier of the lofty Shoreline 
Church sanctuary, the fourth estate reflected on another 
Austin funeral of comparable import and complexion: that 
of Draylon Mason, the victim of a mad bomber, cut down 
before attaining the greatness many felt his for the taking. 
Mr. Overton’s life was an Eastside story from the other end of 
the telescope - that of a modest man who, in a life well-lived, 
was given an extra measure of years, and for that became 
renowned, and who used those years and that fame to 
spread the joy of his quiet triumph. “I may give out,” he said 
in the documentary short (“Mr. Overton”) from 2015 that 
played before “The Old Rugged Cross” began the service in 
earnest, “but I never give up.” 


Well over 1,000 people, including Texas Gov. Greg Abbott, 
Austin Mayor Steve Adler, numerous other elected officials 
and civic leaders, a large U.S. Army contingent, and about 
200 or so Overtons, gathered for the calm and flawlessly exe¬ 
cuted proceedings (one assumes a 112-year-old had the time 
to get his funeral plans just right). The touchstones of the Mr. 
Overton legend - cigars, whiskey, butter pecan ice cream - 
made repeated appearances, but so did Psalm 23 and his 
deep faith and unconditional love for all (even “in the pres¬ 
ence of his enemies”), and paeans to his humility and guile¬ 
lessness (as when Abbott admitted he declined Overton’s 
invitation to a wheelchair race because he was afraid he’d 
lose), and to the Overton family’s sizable impact on Austin 
as advocates for African-American rights (detailed by Adler). 

And front and center was Richard Overton’s service in war¬ 
time, as a 36-year-old enlisted master sergeant and engineer, 
under fire in some of the bloodiest fighting in U.S. Army histo¬ 
ry, in a segregated unit at a time when he’d be denied service 
or respect on the streets of his own hometown. “He’d say 
later that ‘war is something you don’t want to get into,”’ said 


Lt. Gen. John Murray, commander of the Austin-based U.S. 
Army Futures Command, adding that Overton’s exposure to 
combat at Palau, Iwo Jima, and Okinawa left him with what 
we’d now recognize as post-traumatic stress. 

“It’s important to remember Richard Overton’s life wasn’t 
always sunny,” Murray noted. Segregated units such as the 
188th Aviation Engineer Battalion “were set up to fail, but 
Richard and his comrades overcame those challenges with 
valor, expertise, and dedication to duty. ... His service left a 
lifelong legacy of honor, professionalism, and courage.” Late 
in his long life, Overton’s participation in the Honor Flight 
program - bringing veterans to Washington, D.C., to visit the 
nation’s war memorials - brought him to national attention 
and a White House invitation from Barack Obama. 

Later that afternoon, Overton’s casket was received with 
full military honors at the Texas State Cemetery, next to the 
grave of his cousin Volma Overton Sr., who led the fight to 
desegregate Austin’s schools and whose son (Volma Jr.) 
represented the family throughout the day. As Overtons 
assembled in shirts marked “third cousin,” “fourth cousin,” 
and such, one was asked how exactly the two cousins were 
related. After starting to answer, she paused with a laugh: 
“I’m gonna have to go home and look at my book.” - M.C.M.

The crowd was buzzing Tuesday afternoon 
at Rustic Tap on West Sixth as a mass of 
soccer fans clad in black and green gathered 
to celebrate the official announcement that 
Austin FC would take the field in 2021 as 
Major League Soccer’s 27th club and 
Austin’s first major-league sports team. 

MLS Commissioner Don Garber was on 
hand to make the news legit, saying “Like 
everything that’s worth having in life, the 
journey to get to Austin was not linear. ... 
Certainly, this was one of the most compli¬ 
cated projects in our league’s history.” (Just 
to remind everyone: The Columbus Crew 
SC is still in Ohio. This is a new team.) 

But with the difficult political work now over, 
Garber said, the next step would be for 
supporters of the club and the city’s political 
leaders to make Austin FC “deeply embedded 
in the community.” 

Although groundbreaking on the club’s 
future McKalla Place stadium is not sched¬ 
uled until this spring, Austin FC Chairman 
and CEO Anthony Precourt said at the 
event that he wanted to jump-start building 
community support for the club by moving 
forward with items in the $326 million (over 
25 years) benefits package he negotiated 
with the city of Austin in return for property 
tax waivers. Though the deal doesn’t require 
Precourt to make these moves until 2021, 
he told the assembled crowd, “I want to start 
them now.” 

On the list, according to Austin FC President 
Andy Loughnane: 10 youth soccer clinics 
serving 500 athletes, 30 youth soccer camp 
registrations, and 30 youth scholarships 
valued at $2,500 each. All of these will be 
offered to both boys and girls, and they will 
be rolled out in 2019 and 2020. Austin FC 
will also launch its charitable arm, which 
Precourt said would rely on a local advisory 
board to find worthy causes to support. 

Later, Mayor Steve Adler took to the 
podium (to cheers and chants of “Steve! 
Steve! Steve!” from the nascent team’s 


supporters) to declare Jan. 15 “Austin FC 
Day” and thank his six Council colleagues 
who voted in favor of the deal with Precourt 
(four of whom - Greg Casar, Delia Garza, 
Jimmy Flannigan, and Kathie Tovo - were 
sitting in the front row, soaking up the praise 
and sporting official Austin FC gear along 
with new CM Natasha Harper-Madison). 
Adler again pointed to the club’s potential to 
act as a unifying force within the city. “It’s 
not only about sports,” he said. “It’s not only 
about economic impact. It’s truly taking a city 
that is being stressed because it is growing 
so fast, and it is about having a place, a 
team, an event, a shared experience that 
brings everybody together, from all parts of 
this city.” 

After the event. Mayor Pro Tern Garza and 
CM Casar echoed Adler’s declaration that 
Austin FC could act as a kind of existential 
unifying force throughout the city. Garza 
pointed to her childhood in San Antonio, 
where Spurs fandom stretched across class 
lines, and Casar recalled PTA meetings where 
parents urged him to help bring an MLS 
team to town so their children could feel the 
impact of living in a city with a professional 
sports team. But both told the Chronicle they 
would carefully watch Precourt to ensure 
he delivered on the community benefits he 
promised “to the entire city,” as Garza put it. 

For Casar, the benefits Precourt is contrac¬ 
tually obligated to provide (such as on-site 
affordable housing) will only be a starting 
point for what Austin FC, its sponsors, and its 
supporters can offer the city’s residents. He 
hoped that some of the club’s deep-pocketed 
sponsors, who Precourt is currently recruiting, 
would take steps to fund youth programs or 
create more affordable ticket options for low- 
income fans. “The contract we signed is just 
the floor for what we can do,” Casar told us. 

“I will be working to see how we can make 
the deal better ... I want to see how high we 
can raise the ceiling.”

REMEMBERING TEXAS TRAILBLAZER NADINE ECKHARDT 


In her 2009 memoir Duchess of Palms, Nadine Eckhardt 
summarizes her personal journey as of 1977: “I emerged 
from divorce [from Congressman Bob Eckhardt] as a forty- 
six-year-old Fifties girl who had been altered by the Sixties, 
the Vietnam War, the women’s movement. Buddhism, yoga, 
and three years of psychotherapy And I had my real estate 
license. I was empowered and humbled at the same time. I 
was smarter, softer, and more confident.” 

That autobiographical snapshot barely scratches the sur¬ 
face of Nadine Ellen Cannon Brammer Eckhardt’s extraor¬ 
dinary life, which ended in Austin on Dec. 8, at 87 years. 
She will be remembered Tuesday evening, Jan. 22, 6-9pm at 
Saengerrunde Hall in a time-traveling gathering of Austin’s 
liberals, literati, artists, and celebrants both contemporary 
and stretching back 50 years or more. The venue is particu¬ 
larly appropriate, as neighboring Scholz Garten was 
Austin’s social center for the Fifties’ hip, liberal political life 
- memorialized by Billy Lee Brammer in The Gay Place 
(1961) as the “Dearly Beloved Beer and Garden Party.” 
Nadine, married to Brammer at the time, was the Duchess 
of that party as well, and in due course carried its atmo¬ 
sphere of engaged camaraderie to D.C., Houston, New York, 
and elsewhere - wherever she happened to take up her 
next adventure. 

That’s how her family best remembers her: a freewheel¬ 
ing “adventurer” who was always ready to accept the next 
challenge, whether familial, cultural, romantic, or political. 
Travis County Judge Sarah Eckhardt says what she 
remembers most about her mother was her relentless chal¬ 
lenging of the “status quo”; as Sarah put it in a Facebook 
remembrance, “She pushed boundaries to find out who she 


truly was, not who others thought she should be. She broke 
rules to find out why they existed in the first place. She 
questioned the very nature of reality.” 

One thread running through Duchess of Palms (and, 
more recently, through Tracy Daugherty’s new biography 
of Billy Lee, Leaving the Gay Place) is that of a “Fifties girl” 
conditioned to be overshadowed by the life of her man, and 
of men generally. Sarah Eckhardt asked, “What does it say 
about our time that we still describe a woman’s life by her 
relationships to men?” She told the Chronicle that for her 
mother’s generation, an adventurous woman was seen as 
“flighty or irresponsible.” 


“If my mom were a man,” reflected Sarah, “she would be 
considered a Renaissance figure straddling a generational 
divide.” Said daughter Shelby Brammer, “Nadine was never 
in anybody’s shadow. If anything, she was the main feature.” 

There are four children in all: the three Brammers 
(Sidney, Shelby, and Willy) and Sarah (of second husband 
Bob Eckhardt, who died in 2001). The marriages to a mete- 
orically famous young novelist and later to a rising political 
star whom Nadine helped forge into a congressman (repre¬ 
senting North Houston from 1967 to 1981) were the head¬ 
line stories, but Nadine Eckhardt seems to have led several 
lifetimes of adventures. Daughter Sidney Brammer said, 
“We’re having some trouble organizing the eulogists, 
because there are so many different stages, so many varia¬ 
tions in her life. Everybody knows a different Nadine.” 

All recall Nadine’s extraordinary beauty, an inevitable 
impression memorialized in photos taken throughout 
her life. Shelby says, “I can remember as a child looking at 
her as she got ready to go out, looking into her mirror. 
To this day, I think she was the most attractive person I’ve 
ever seen.” 

As Nadine recounts in Duchess of Palms, McAllen - 
where she won that beauty queen title at 17 - wasn’t about 
to hold her. “Around this time I realized that there wasn’t 
much more to do in the Magic Valley other than get 
married.” She saved money from a drugstore job to enroll at 
North Texas State College (now the University of North 
Texas) in Denton, where she met Billy Lee; after an Austin 
transition, the two were drawn into the political vortex that 
was Lyndon Baines Johnson (model for Arthur “Goddam” 
Fenstemaker in The Gay Place). That connection initiated 
the first of two lengthy stints in D.C., where Nadine - who 
called herself a “compulsive moderate” - served as an unof¬ 
ficial conduit between progressive movements and main¬ 
stream Democrats. “She cut through boundaries of race, 
class, gender, and age,” wrote Sarah, “like a hot knife 
through butter.” 

“The one thing that Nadine taught me was her whimsy,” 
said Susan Streit Walker. They met in 1972, and in 1974 
Nadine was maid of honor at Susan’s marriage to Jerry Jeff 
Walker. “Nadine was always was up for anything. If she 
heard of a good idea, we were off to do it. ... We’re all going 
to miss her.” In the Eighties, another good idea was 
Nadine’s Restaurant in East Austin, opened with son Willy 
Brammer Eckhardt (“30 years ahead of its time,” he said) 
and known for its popularity with musicians as well as poli¬ 
ticians. “Always, people just gravitated to her,” remembers 
Willy. “I caught a little bit of that overflow of love.” He also 
recalled, wistfully, Nadine’s waning last days in Austin, 
including a final Thanksgiving meal with her family. “She 
was real peaceful, real quiet, and real brave.” 

“As willful as she could be,” echoed Sidney, “she cut a 
path for her daughters and for other younger women by 
example - not so much in a political kind of way, but in the 
way she lived, from the very start.” - Michael King 


With Climate Change Award, Bloomberg Makes It Rain in Austin 

The budding friendship between Austin and former New York City Mayor Michael Bloomberg continued to biossom iast week, as the media mogui and 
potentiai 2020 presidentiai candidate came to town Friday, Jan. 11, to announce Austin’s seiection as a winner of Bioomberg Phiianthropies’ American 
Cities Climate Challenge. Austin joins 24 other U.S. cities, inciuding San Antonio, that have received funds from the Bioomberg program (about $2.5 
miiiion in our case) to speed up efforts to meet and beat our civic carbon reduction goais.

Chaiienge as a means to heip the U.S. achieve, through its cities, states, businesses, universities, and citizens, the decarbonization goais agreed to in the 
Paris accords - despite President Trump’s petuiant abandonment of the Agreement. Having captured City Haii in the Big Appie as both a Repubiican and 
an independent, Bioomberg is now assessing his presidentiai potentiai (again) as an entrant in the crowded Democratic primary fieid - potentiai that 
can oniy be increased by his iargesse and connection-buiiding across the country.

LET’S ALL PLAY NICE THIS TIME; Bands, massive 
flags, and military flyovers marked Tuesday’s inaugural 
ceremonies for re-elected Gov. Greg Abbott and Lt. 
Gov. Dan Patrick. Both sought to project an image of 
bipartisanship after a strong Democratic showing in the 
2018 midterms, as they called for school finance reform, 
property tax “relief,” and increased teacher pay. “We 
can do more to educate the next generation and keep 
them safe at school,” said Abbott. “More to advance 
our universities to meet the changes sweeping the 21st 
century. More to rein in the property tax burden on our 
citizens.” The speeches were followed by barbecue on 
the Capitol grounds and an evening Inaugural Ball with 
George Strait... 

NEW MONEY FOR SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS? The 
Texas House wants to inject about $7 billion of new 
money into K-12 public education, according to budget 
documents released Monday - a 17% increase on cur¬ 
rent funding and more than former Speaker Joe Straus 
recommended as he left office. In the east wing. Sen. 
Jane Nelson, R-Flower Mound, filed a bill to allocate 
roughly $3.7 billion in state funding for a $5,000 salary 
bump for all of the state’s 350,000 teachers over the 
next two years... 

NO MORE CONFEDERATE NONSENSE; After just a 
five-minute meeting on Friday, Jan. 11, the State 
Preservation Board, which includes Gov. Greg 
Abbott, Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick, and House Speaker 
Dennis Bonnen, found the courage to 
rid the Capitol of the “Children of 
the Confederacy Creed” plaque that 
falsely claimed the Civil War was “not 
a rebellion, nor was its underlying 
cause to sustain slavery.” (Texas’ own 
secession declaration of 1861 men¬ 
tions slavery 21 times.) The effort was 
led by Rep. Eric Johnson, D-Dallas, 
who since 2017 has fought for the relic 
(installed in 1959 near what is now his 
office) to come down. The plaque vanished over the 
weekend; the SPB meets on Jan. 25 to discuss its final 
destination... 

TEXAS WANTS IN ON THE HEMP GAME; In its inter¬ 
im report released last week, the Texas House Commit¬ 
tee on Agriculture and Livestock urged lawmakers to 
make way for the legalization of industrial hemp as 
bipartisan consensus continues to emerge on the sub¬ 
ject at the state and national levels. “While hemp has 
the potential to be a major boon to the Texas economy, 
the window for maximum market capture is narrowing 
as more than half of the states have already enacted 
hemp legislation, [and] at least 19 are actively 
cultivating,” the report reads. 

The committee suggests Texas adopt the federal 
farm bill’s definition of “industrial” hemp, along with 
altering the definition of “marihuana” in state statute 
to specifically exclude hemp and hemp products; 
giving the Texas Department of Agriculture power 
to create a regulatory framework; creating a program 
to allow universities to grow hemp for research pur¬ 
poses; and establishing a domestic seed certification 
program. The state would commit to providing legal 
protections for hemp growers and processors. “This 
report provides lawmakers with a road map to devel¬ 
oping a robust hemp program that is fully aligned 
with federal and state laws,” said Shawn Hauser of 
the American Hemp Campaign... 



PATRICK GIVES EMPOWER A PASS; At a dark time 
for news media, under attack from the Cheeto-haired 
child in the White House, Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick has 
enabled hard-right, dark-money outfit Empower 
Texans to get a media pass for the Senate, after its 
application was rightfully rejected by the Texas House. 
For decades, press credentialing for the whole Lege 
has been handled in the House, but this year, journal¬ 
ists need a separate Senate pass to gain access to the 
floor and its senators while in session, which lobbyists 
don't get to do. (Hence the name!) Empower is clearly a 
lobbying group, keeping scorecards on legislators and 
spending millions on conservative 
campaigns, including $75,000 for 
Patrick last year, and the rules for 
both House and Senate clearly state 
that lobbyists and paid advocates 
can’t get media credentials. In caucus, 
the GOP senators reportedly voted 
unanimously to deny Empower a 
media pass, but no official announce¬ 
ment has been made yet. 

FIRST-EVER LGBTQ CAUCUS; In a historic turn of 
events, veteran Reps. Mary Gonzalez of El Paso and 
Celia Israel of Austin have joined with newcomers 
Jessica Gonzalez of Dallas, Julie Johnson of Carroll¬ 
ton, and Erin Zwiener of Driftwood (all five are 
Democrats) to better represent the nearly one million 
LGBTQ folks who call Texas home. Gonzalez has been 
elected chairwoman of the caucus, which intends 
to “elevate the voices” of Texas’ queer community. 
Membership is open to all Reps. In a statement, Israel 
said, “Serving alongside four openly LGBTQ women 
brings me great pride. We’re excited for allies to join 
the caucus and help us advance equality in Texas.”... 

IN OTHER QUEER LEGE NEWS; Patrick seems to 
have put the bathroom bill battle to bed with a 
strange claim of victory, telling reporters there was 
no need for legislation this session even though the 
anti-trans toilet panic he eagerly incited in 2017 led 
nowhere (except to GQP losses in November). But it’s 
not all good news, as the 86th’s first religious refusal 
bill - Senate Bill 85 - has been filed by Republican Bob 
Hall of Edgewood, who aims to protect counselors, 
therapists, and psychiatrists who refuse care to LGBTQ 
citizens (or anyone else) if “providing the service 
would cause the license holder to violate a sincerely 
held religious belief.”...

WM’s competitor Texas Disposal Systems, concluded that 
the ACL contains at least 19,000 tons of industrial waste, 
and perhaps as much as 80,000 tons - four times the amount 
at Love Canal. 

The thick clay Blackland Prairie soils typically found 
east of Interstate 35 have lower permeability and pose less 
risk for groundwater contamination than the rocky Hill 
Country soils. That’s one reason, among obvious others, 
that you find no active dumps in West Austin. But the 
types of industrial wastes at the ACL could potentially 
desiccate those clay minerals, making the soils more per¬ 
meable, and the site’s topography sends significant runoff 
into tributaries of Walnut Creek, which flows into the 
Colorado River, and Gilleland Creek, which feeds into 
popular East Austin fishing spot Lake Walter E. Long. 
(The ACL does not impact city of Austin drinking water, as 
this currently comes from the Highland Lakes. The city of 
Manor, about six miles away, gets its drinking water from 
local groundwater wells.) As early as 1972, the old Texas 
Water Quality Board voiced concerns about surface and 
groundwater contamination and ordered the IWU site be 
closed, though several years later, the ACL began accept¬ 
ing other kinds of industrial wastes, which were buried in 
unknown locations. 

Waste Management purchased the ACL in 1981 and has 
since expanded it several times. In 1998, hoping to win a 
city of Austin waste disposal contract, WM prepared a mul- 
timillion-dollar plan to remediate the IWU by removing and 
reburying nonhazardous materials in a newer, lined cell, 
and by transporting hazardous wastes to a facility licensed 
to handle them. This was approved by state regulators 
despite concerns regarding the risk of thousands of tons of 
potentially hazardous waste entering Walnut Creek and the 
Colorado River if something went wrong. The community 
asked the EPA to list the IWU as a Superfund site and take 
charge of its cleanup; this did not happen, and WM lost its 
bid for the city contract and has yet to carry out any IWU 
remediation plans. 


Austin’s least-loved landfill may be poised to grow again

Late last year, four people showed up at the Travis 
County Commissioners Court to tell their elected officials 
about what it’s like to live near one of the state’s most con¬ 
troversial dumps. The Austin Community Landfill actually 
lies next to its namesake city, which, along with the county, 
likes to think of itself as progressively environmental. But 
neighbors and advocates are worried that local govern¬ 
ment’s previous resistance to the site is waning. 

At the meeting, one woman said she had started her 
morning filing an odor complaint with the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality after being “over¬ 
whelmed by the smell of garbage.” Another woman, Colleen 
Mikeska, with her toddler son squirming on her lap, spoke 
of increasingly frequent, “awful,” and “disgusting” smells 
outside and inside her home, something that has embar¬ 
rassed her when hosting birthday and holiday parties. She 
then explained how she only recently learned of the sig¬ 
nificant amount of industrial waste that was buried at the 
site in the 1970s, when local and state landfill regulations 
were alarmingly weak. “That’s incredibly upsetting to me,” 
Mikeska said. “I have a family and we live there and we 
deserve clean air and water. There’s no way that that is not 
negatively affecting our health.” 

Residents of this part of Northeast Austin and Travis 
County have long known the ACL’s impacts and have 
fought to keep them from worsening. But in the fall of 2018, 
neighbors in Colonial Place, Chimney Hills, Walnut Place, 
Pioneer Crossing East, and other neighborhoods in the area 
learned that the ACL’s owner, global corporation Waste 
Management, is considering expanding the facility. (This 
reporter lived in the area during the reporting of this story.) 


They recently joined with Texas Campaign for the 
Environment to push back against those plans, as well as a 
surprising move by the city of Austin to fast-track a contro¬ 
versial new tool they say will send more trash to the ACL 
and make it more likely to grow. 

RISKY BUSINESS 

The ACL sits just north of U.S. Highway 290 in a diverse, 
middle-class area of town next to two other, now-closed 
landfills - Sunset Farms, recently purchased from BFI by 
Republic Services, and the landfill 
operated by Travis County from 1968 
to 1982. The ACL site first opened in 
1970, a time of lax oversight when the 
state had no landfill permitting pro¬ 
cess, and accepted industrial and 
chemical waste, including acids, caus¬ 
tics, spent solvents, hydrocarbons, and 
contaminated industrial process water. 

Though specific contents are unknown, 
it’s very likely many would be considered hazardous. On a 
10-acre plot now known as the Industrial Waste Unit, these 
materials were dumped in unlined pits in the ground and 
in at least 21,000 barrels (perhaps as many as 50,000), which 
were buried under a few feet of soil. By 1982, a staffer at 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency dubbed the 
ACL “Austin’s Love Canal,” after the infamous landfill 
near Niagara Falls that leached chemical pollution into 
people’s homes, leading to evacuations and a declared 
national emergency. Previous studies by hydrogeologist 
Robert Kier, who has done work for the neighbors and 


SNELLS, BUZZARDS, TOXIC WASTE 

Since 2000, TCEQ has received 324 “complaint incidenc¬ 
es” concerning the ACL, from 760 people. (An “incidence” 
can include multiple complaints made by the same person, 
around the same time, and about similar things.) Due to a 
lag in data entry, TCEQ says, these totals might not reflect 
recent complaints, adding that it’s currently investigating a 
number of odor complaints. The agency says it does not 
compile information comparing these numbers with those 
at other facilities in Texas. 

Jesse Koay, who has lived in Colonial Place since 2011, 
didn’t know the landfill existed when he bought his home, 
and didn’t really mind once he found out. “Then came the 
smell,” he says. “On bad days, I can’t even bear to breathe 
outside.” Koay can smell the landfill 
around five to seven times a month, 
and he sometimes has to wear a mask 
when doing yardwork or stop altogether 
if his asthma is irritated. Like Mikeska, 
he and his wife have been embarrassed 
when hosting friends. On bad days, the 
smell creeps inside their home. They 
worry about going on walks with their 
new baby, and have been woken up by 
buzzards roosting on their roof. 

After learning from TCE about the industrial waste, Koay 
and his wife researched Love Canal and learned of that 
community’s high rates of premature birth. In 2018, his 
wife, after no warning signs or risk factors, went into labor 
more than two months early, and their daughter spent two 
months in the NICU. While they don’t necessarily think it 
was due to the landfill, “it is a possibility we have to live 
with in the back of our minds as we think about growing 
our family,” he said.

The environmental group took interest in 
the ACL around 2001, when its canvassers 
encountered neighbors expressing despera¬ 
tion about how the odors impacted their 
lives - a situation reflected in numerous 
TCEQ complaints from that period, and a 
petition from more than 100 neighbors. In 
addition to the health and environmental 
risks it believes are currently posed by the 
landfill and IWU, TCE is concerned that the 
city could be liable for future remediations 
and is not fully committed to its adopted 
“zero waste goals.” 

The group’s objectives are to prevent any 
expansion of the ACL, so that it ends its life 
as expected in about eight years, and to 
ensure the IWU gets a thorough and proper 
cleanup. “That site is in need of remedia¬ 
tion, and we can’t rely upon Waste Manage¬ 
ment to do that themselves,” says TCE Pro¬ 
gram Director Andrew Dobbs. “We need to 
have independent scientific analysis and 
public input, and the Superfund process is 
designed to do that.” 

TCE receives contributions from WM’s 
rival Texas Disposal Systems, but the vast 
majority of its income is from small-dollar 
donations, and Dobbs says the facts should 
be judged on their own merits. “[Neighbors] 
don’t need to look at our balance sheet to 
know that what we’re saying is true, because 
it coincides with their lived experience.” 

A MILLION MOVING PARTS 

On a mild winter morning, I head to the 
ACL site, where hundreds of hauling trucks 
deposit more than 3,000 tons of trash each 
day. The ACL accepts waste from Austin’s 
multifamily residential dumpsters, busi¬ 
nesses, restaurants, and commercial con¬ 
struction sites, as well as residential trash 
from smaller communities. (City of Austin 
single-family residential trash goes to TDS.) 
Steve Jacobs, WM’s direc¬ 
tor of disposal operations 
in Texas and Oklahoma, 
gives me a tour of the site 
in his truck. 

As we drive around the 
landscape of grass-cov¬ 
ered hills, Jacobs explains 
that these contain many 
layers of trash and dirt. To 
prevent leachate - the 
juice produced when 
waste encounters water - 
from entering the ground- 
water, some of the ACL’s 
newer units have bottom 
liners made of re-compacted clay and a 
high-density polyethylene (other units have 
older liners). Jacobs points out a pipe pro¬ 
truding from the ground, part of the extrac¬ 
tion system that pulls methane and other 
gases (some of which stink) out of buried 
waste to be burned off at a flare, or used to 
generate electricity. There’s also a system 
that pumps leachate to a pond for aeration 
in a fountain to mitigate odors. In the sum¬ 
mer, the leachate evaporates; in the winter, 
WM hauls it off-site for disposal. 

As we drive a little farther, a massive 
mountain of trash and dirt appears, which 


neighbors say is taller than Mount Bonnell. 
From near the top, Jacobs points out Down¬ 
town, the surrounding neighborhoods, and 
encroaching development, as well as the 
closed Travis County landfill and IWU. 
Closer to Springdale Road, we tour the 
active unit where haulers are dumping 
fresh garbage. Hundreds of birds (including 
seagulls) swarm above as putrid odors 
invade the truck. An Amazon box lies in the 
sun, a reminder that some still throw recy- 
clables in the trash. “Just remember,” 
Jacobs says, “we didn’t invent it - we just 
pick it up.” 

When our Chronicle photographer asks if 
we can see the expansion area, Jacobs curt¬ 
ly responds, “What expansion?” and a 
moment of silent tension hangs in the 
truck. He then explains that, yes, WM is 
considering expanding the landfill but 
hasn’t spent “any money whatsoever” 
developing an expansion application, which 
he says would take about one year to pre¬ 
pare and two to five years to go through the 
TCEQ and public-input process. “We’re still 
in the hypothetical phase,” Jacobs says. “If 
you ask me in six months and things have 
changed, I would tell you, ‘Yes, we’re in the 
process.’ Right now we’re not. We’re looking 
at possibilities, but there’s a million little 
moving parts right now.” 

Later on in his office, Jacobs lays out the 
ACEs various expansion options. While WM 
did look into combining its landfill with 
Sunset Farms (and purchased Republic’s 
Austin trucking assets), he describes that 
strategy as an “engineering nightmare.” 
WM has also looked at adjacent land, but 
developers are planning homes extremely 
close by, creating more headaches for the 
company; meanwhile, an agreement with 
surrounding homeowners limits the facili¬ 
ty’s height. “Now, somebody may decide 
down the road to go back to the neighbor¬ 
hood and say, ‘Hey, can we 
go higher?’ But it’s a writ¬ 
ten agreement and it’s not 
going to be violated.” 

Jacobs says WM has 
also looked at building 
over the Travis County 
landfill and at digging up 
the industrial waste. The 
firm can’t pile trash on top 
of the IWU, because “if 
you look at it as a sponge 
and you start squeezing it 
- then you’re going to have 
a problem.” (WM’s own 
consultants found in 2000 
that some garbage has already been placed 
on top of it.) “There’s a significant amount of 
money to remove it and the question is, does 
it make sense?” In the meantime, Jacobs 
says, WM upgraded the top cap on the area in 
2002 to deflect rain, and installed horizontal 
groundwater wells around the perimeter to 
monitor any chemical migration, “and 
there’s no indication that there’s any move¬ 
ment of any waste coming out of that.” He 
adds that WM is not concerned about liabili¬ 
ty from the IWU and that consultants have 
concluded the unit presents no risk to 
human health or the environment. “It’s our 


responsibility and nobody’s shirking that 
responsibility. We just don’t see any reason to 
elevate anything above where it is right now, 
which is monitor and maintain.” 

Kier, the hydrogeologist who has exten¬ 
sively studied the ACL, criticized the WM 
consultants’ findings in a 2009 testimony to 
the State Office of Administrative Hearings, 
saying they were based on questionable 
assumptions and that the team who wrote 
the report did not actually conduct the 
investigation. He also said the IWU moni¬ 
toring wells are placed so as to exclude 
areas where industrial waste was dumped, 
and noted that in 1995, when several wells 
showed evidence of groundwater contami¬ 
nation, “WM requested and TCEQ allowed” 
the company to stop monitoring and later 
eliminate those wells. WM’s own investiga¬ 
tion found concentrations of carcinogens in 
some testing samples; Kier further testified 
that some evidence has shown contaminat¬ 
ed groundwater moving toward Walnut 
Creek and Lake Walter E. Long as well as 
outside the ACL. 

The city’s own consulting report in 2009 
found no evidence of significant ground- 
water contamination at that time, but it also 
noted that chemical solvents could migrate 
into groundwater in the future and that 
surface water, particularly Walnut Creek 
and its tributaries, could be contaminated 
by the IWU, which the team concluded 
“poses a substantial environmental risk and 
potential future liability to the owners and 
users of the site.” It recommended remov¬ 
ing and disposing of the industrial waste. 

The monitoring described by Jacobs is 
done voluntarily by WM; TCEQ says the 
ACL’s facility permit from the agency 
doesn’t require it. Both TCEQ and the city’s 
Watershed Protection Department receive 
and review WM’s IWU reports and say they 


are satisfied with the location of the wells 
and the data. 

ADEQUATE OVERSIGHT? 

When TCEQ receives complaints, it dis¬ 
patches investigators who smell for odors 
off-site and sometimes check the ACL 
itself for odor sources and rule violations. 
But neighbors say this process achieves 
little. Koay says that when he reports odors, 
inspectors come out a few days later, when 
the smell is not as bad, “and then close out 
the complaint.” Many Nextdoor posts 
describe similar frustrations, but neigh¬ 
bors say they’ll keep reporting to TCEQ 
and hoping for enforcement action, such 
as that taken in the mid-2000s. However, 
TCEQ has always approved WM’s past 
permits to expand, despite heavy commu¬ 
nity pushback. 

The owner of the nearby Barr Mansion 
told the Commissioners Court that WM 
indicated it had been discussing an ACL 
expansion with Travis County Judge Sarah 
Eckhardt for a year. When asked to con¬ 
firm this, or her position on expansion, 
Eckhardt declined to comment. The coun¬ 
ty’s director of Natural Resources and 
Environmental Quality, Jon White, told the 
Chronicle that in 2017 WM approached the 
county with a “very preliminary and spec¬ 
ulative idea” of expanding onto the old 
county landfill; he passed the information 
along to Eckhardt and Commissioner Jeff 
Travillion, whose Precinct 1 is home to the 
landfills. The full court would have to 
decide whether Travis County would sup¬ 
port an ACL expansion. 

The ACL is only in Austin’s extraterrito¬ 
rial jurisdiction, but the city is a major 
customer for most area landfills and as 
such has power to influence their opera¬ 
tions. For years, the appointed Zero Waste

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Advisory Commission has been willing to 
withhold its support for contracts coming 
to Council because of concerns about the 
ACL. A policy working group recommend¬ 
ed that Austin Resource Recovery create an 
evaluation matrix for landfills that handle 
waste the city controls, including criteria on 
a facility’s impact on communities of color 
and social equity, and its existing levels of 
hazardous materials, and said the matrix 
“should come before the Council for approv¬ 
al before implementation.” 

Ultimately, ARR produced a matrix that 
included none of these items, and ZWAC 
voted to reject it. Then, in a turn of events 
that has floored almost everybody involved. 
City Manager Spencer Cronk decided that 
ARR would immediately begin using the 
matrix, which WM has called “relatively 
fair,” without Council approval. “It was 
actually one of the most confounding deci¬ 
sions that I’ve been privy to during my 
three years on the commission,” says ZWAC 
Commissioner Josh Blaine. “It was like, 
‘Okay, the commission resoundingly reject¬ 
ed what we did, so the conclusion is that 
Council won’t be able to approve it, so we’re 
just going to bypass the whole thing and 
take all of this into our own hands?”’ Cronk 
said via email that he had the authority to 
move the process forward; City Council will 
still have to approve most individual waste 
contracts. 

ARR Assistant Director Richard McHale 
says his staff didn’t include the suggested 


criteria to consider TCEQ complaints, since 
those could be distorted by an outside group 
organizing neighbors, and that one person 
can file many complaints. “It’s not an objec¬ 
tive measurement,” McHale says, “and we 
didn’t think it was one that was worth put¬ 
ting in.” (Again, TCEQ combines multiple 
complaints from a single person into one 
“incidence.”) McHale says ARR’s matrix 
does consider TCEQ violations (the ACL has 
none currently) but didn’t call out industrial 
or hazardous waste because “all [municipal] 
landfills contain some sort of hazardous 
waste,” and “plenty of studies” have found 
that leachate from municipal solid waste and 
hazardous waste is “identically the same.” 
TCEQ responded that generally, landfill 
leachate “is not classified as hazardous.” 

As for a facility’s impact on communities 
of color (other than the impact of its hiring 
practices), McHale says that landfills have 
no control over who moves in next to them 
and thus shouldn’t be held accountable. To 
that point, the city of Austin and Travis 
County are in the approval process for a 
new subdivision, Springdale Park, that 
would be directly adjacent to the group of 
landfills. Koay, whose neighborhood lies in 
the shadow of the trash mountain, is already 
alarmed at the amount of new housing 
being built right down the street. “There is 
going to be a huge, growing number of 
people impacted by the landfill if it were to 
continue operation or even expand,” he 
says. “Austin needs to do the right thing.” ■

T O most of us in this country, wars are distant things 
- conflicts fought in faraway lands, involving people 
we don’t know That is, until they aren’t. 

The United States had been at war in Afghanistan for five 
years without it meaning much to Gabriel Jason Dean. He and 
his wife Jessie were busy making theatre in Atlanta, Ga. 

“It wasn’t until I was holding my sobbing brother-in-law 
that a conflict in Afghanistan was personal to me. Before 
that, the only thing I knew was that we were there with 
troops on the ground as a result of 9/11.” In 2006, however, 
the young woman that Jessie’s brother Nolan had been dat¬ 
ing - Caroline Mulgrew by name - was in a helicopter that 
went down between Kandahar and its destination point. 
Her father, a civilian contractor who built schools in impov¬ 
erished places across the world, had brought his family 
over to Afghanistan for a summer visit, so Caroline’s sister 
and mother were on the chopper with her when it crashed. 
They all died. The Taliban claimed responsibility, as they 
commonly do when there are casualties, especially 
American ones. But though it was later discovered that the 
Taliban was not involved, that faulty maintenance by the 
helicopter company caused the crash, that didn’t make it 
any easier for Dean to comfort his brother-in-law. 

“I didn’t know what to say to Nolan at that time,” Dean 
says. “And any time I hit a wall like that, I typically reach to 
literature or research to learn as much as I can. So that’s 
what I did. I started reading everything I could get my 
hands on [about Afghanistan], with absolutely no intention 
of ever writing anything about it. It was simply that I 
wanted to answer his question: Why did this happen?” 

In the dozen years since. Dean has consumed books, 
articles, essays, and blogs in his quest for an answer. He’s 
conducted interviews with people from Afghanistan, 
including a doctor who built a school there that he ran with 
the Taliban’s blessing and a former bacha bazi (an adolescent 
boy who dances for and is often sexually abused by middle- 
aged men). Also over that period. Dean - who says he didn’t 
consider himself much of a writer back in 2006 - has 
developed a national reputation as a playwright. It took just 
a few years after the crash for him to be named Atlanta’s 
favorite playwright in the alt-weekly Creative Loafing; for 
his 10-minute play “Pigskin” to win at the Samuel French 
Off Off Broadway Short Play Festival; and for him to be 
accepted as a fellow in the University of Texas’ Michener 
Center for Writers. Dean’s theatrical output has run the 
gamut from literary adaptation (Beowulf) to theatre for 
young audiences (The Transition of Doodle Pequeno and 
Mario and the Comet) to personal drama (Qualities of 
Starlight and Terminus, both produced locally by the 
Vortex Repertory Company, the former a B. I den Payne 
Theatre Award winner for Best Original Script). Dean has 
also used his connection to Afghanistan as a source for 
drama. While still at UT, he wrote a script titled Bacha Bazi 
(Boy Play), about an American documentary filmmaker as 
he encounters that Afghan tradition. (That play has since 
been reworked and is now titled In Bloom.) This week. 
Dean returns to Austin and the Vortex with his second play 
to explore what he’s learned about Afghanistan, Heartland, 
which is currently in the midst of a National New Play 
Network rolling world premiere. 

Heartland was partly inspired by articles in the Los 
Angeles Times and The Washington Post that Dean came 
across while researching Bacha Bazilin Bloom. They 
revealed that in 1984 the U.S. Agency for International 
Development and the Central Intelligence Agency had 
commissioned the University of Nebraska’s Center for 
Afghanistan Studies to create textbooks for Afghan school-

children that contained violent images and militant Islamic 
teachings - essentially jihad propaganda intended to stimu¬ 
late resistance to the Soviet occupation of the country at the 
time. Dean says he had “a strong visceral reaction” to the 
discovery and knew that he wanted to write about the pro¬ 
paganda effort, “but had no idea what it would be. So I put 
it in the proverbial drawer hoping to resurrect it at some 
point.” That point came a few years ago when the National 
New Play Network solicited pitches for its Smith Prize for 
Political Theater. Dean worked out his idea for the script, 
and though his pitch didn’t win the prize, Seth Rozin at 
InterAct Theatre in Philadelphia heard about the script and 
commissioned Dean to write it. For the playwright, it was an 
opportunity mixing excitement and dread. “To be totally 
honest, I was terrified of writing this play,” he admits. “And 


I’ve since learned that what Steven Dietz once said in grad 
school is in fact true: If it scares you, you have to do it.” 

One thing Dean was certain of was that he “didn’t want to 
make it a ‘political’ play, but rather a play that was very 
personal - a chamber play about people living out unfortu¬ 
nate political decisions.” That reflected to some degree the 
event that drew Dean to Afghanistan in the first place, and 
he wove elements of it into his play, which was built around 
a triangle: a University of Nebraska professor of literature; 
his adopted Afghan daughter who has died delivering aid in 
her homeland; and the Afghan man who then comes to the 
U.S. to deliver the news - and her books - to her father. It 
meant having the play move between present and past, 
between the Midwest and the Middle East, and bouncing 
around in time and place, says Dean, “is always challeng¬ 
ing, it seems.” His exploration of the personal also led him 
to play with language, to the point of including lines in the 
Afghan language of Dari. 

Working so far outside of his own cultural and personal 
experience led Dean to “invite many more collaborators 
inside the play while writing it,” he says. One was Humaira 
Ghilzai, a dramaturg based in San Francisco whom he’d 
met while developing In Bloom. She came on board 
Heartland at the outset, doubling as dramaturg and cul¬ 
tural consultant, and providing the script’s Dari translitera¬ 
tions. “In the past, with my plays like Qualities of Starlight 
or Terminus, by the time I am working with collaborators I 
am pretty much an authority on the play,” says Dean. “But 
this has been very different. Now, I want to work this way 
all the time!” 

In addition to the challenge of making more space for 
collaborators, this play has given Dean the challenge of 
being “super-vigilant” in his research. He calls Heartland 
I “different than In Bloom in that it was based on true events, 
o so I felt that I needed to know as much as I possibly could 
^ about these textbooks and how they were made and distrib- 
3 uted. When I started writing this play in 2014, there wasn’t 
I a lot of information available. I was lucky to be doing the 
o Hodder Fellowship at Princeton that year, and I used the 
m resources there and the institutional name behind me to 
get into a few doors with scholars who knew much more 
than me about the subject. I found that one particular 
scholar. Dr. Dana Burde, was literally writing the book on 
these textbooks at the same time I was writing this play. I 
did not get the chance to meet her or read her book until 
after a few drafts of the play had been written, but eventu¬ 
ally we did meet, and her book and her work were both 
incredibly illuminating and helpful.” 

Those challenges might have seemed enough for Dean in 
writing Heartland. But the playwright set one more chal¬ 
lenge for himself, one maybe bigger than the rest: to turn 
down the volume. “I wanted this play to be quieter,” he 
says. “I had been working on Terminus and In Bloom 
steadily as I led up to the writing of this play and both of 
those are pretty epic in scope and form. I wanted to do 
something that, while epic in a larger, real-life context, was 
ultimately subtle and quiet onstage. Since the play is liter¬ 
ally and thematically about omission, it felt like silence and 
the space between the words, or that space that exists 
between the audience and the play, that mysterious real 
estate was where I wanted to aim.” 

In that mysterious real estate, perhaps a war wouldn’t 
feel like a distant thing but would be brought home. ■

Considered Play 

Austin Symphony’s Variation Voyage had us hearing all 
sorts of feels, but Leon Fleisher’s piano also got us thinking

Music may not be a place where you 
think of thinking. Isn’t that the realm ruled 
by mood, by feeling? The Austin Symphony 
Orchestra’s first concert of 2019 surely 
seemed constructed to reinforce that notion. 
Music Director Peter Bay built the program 
around works that played with variations: 
Charles Ives embellishing the tune for 
Variations on “America" in a host of 
ways; Benjamin Britten noodling with 
an old Henry Purcell theme to cre¬ 
ate The Young Person's Guide to the 
Orchestra; and Antonm Dvorak spin¬ 
ning the melody for his song “Huslar’ 
in 27 different directions for 
his Symphonic Variations. In all 
of those works, the variations 
sounded driven by feeling - 
sudden shifts in emotion, or else 
diverse, vivid personalities taking 
turns at the same material. They 
were by turns bombastic and balletic, tender 
and tempestuous, merry and martial. What 
might strike you as emotionally unstable in a 
human was ingeniously playful in a symphon¬ 
ic piece, and throughout this Variation Voyage 
(as the concert was titled), part of the delight 
came from wondering what our next emotional 
port of call would be and how it would differ 
from the one we had Just left. 

Though the array of feelings and person¬ 
alities were often a pleasure in themselves. 


sometimes they also added up to something 
larger. It was fun hearing Ives alternately 
celebrate and subvert the patriotic piety we 
associate with “My country, ’tis of thee,” 
gussying it up with orchestral frills like a royal 
dandy or having it tooted out by lonely, muted 
horns. But then, once we were drawn from 
a bouncy rendition led by the winds to a ver¬ 
sion prominent with clacking castanets 
to a brass-heavy take that could have 
almost been done by an oompah 
band, it felt as if we were hearing the 
tune interpreted by different groups of 
emigres to this “sweet land of liberty,” 
as if we were in the midst of the 
melting pot that “America” seeks 
to honor. 

Likewise, with The Young 
Person's Guide to the Orchestra, 
the sturdy theme that Purcell 
used in a revival of Aphra Behn’s 
tragedy Abdeiazar, or the Moor's Revenge, 
took on the character of different lands 
depending on the section of the orchestra 
Britten handed it to: a sunny coast with the 
violins, an Alpine mountainside with the harp, 
a rolling British pasture with the horns, a 
Teutonic forest with the double basses, and 
so on (all played with spirit by the respec¬ 
tive sections of the ASO). The work shared 
some of the mutability and boldness that Bay 
admires in Leonard Bernstein’s music, and

he showed the same vitality on the podium 
that he has when conducting his idol’s 
work. The Young Person's Guide predates 
Bernstein’s Candide by a decade, but it left 
me with that operetta’s sense of exotica and 
of having traveled on a grand adventure. 

But in the midst of this Journey through all 
the feels came an unexpected stop, courtesy 
of the night’s guest artist. Leon Fleisher has 
been playing Mozart’s Piano Concerto No. 12 
in A Major for decades, so his deftness with 
the score was no surprise. Even deep into 
his 90th year, this legendary pianist conjured 
all the friskiness of the music, echoing the 
orchestra as lightly and cheerily as a bird in 
spring might return the call of its mate. In the 
allegretto, he was astonishingly bright. He 
brought the feels as much as any musician. 


But in moments when the music allowed 
him to slow or pause, Fleisher brought some¬ 
thing else, something unique that evening: his 
thoughts. Near the end of a phrase and com¬ 
ing to the last handful of notes, his fingers 
would slow, leaving Just a breath of air around 
each note - a breath in which he looked to be 
reflecting on the note to come. Then, he would 
play it consciously, with purpose, as if bringing 
his full musical career to bear on it. Through¬ 
out the andante, there was a lifetime’s con¬ 
templation in Fleisher’s pauses, and with 
every deliberate placement of his hands came 
a message of care for this music, a commu¬ 
nication to which the orchestra’s responses 
seemed an affirmation: “Yes, yes, we hear 
you. We know.” It gave this most emotional 
of voyages a sense of rare consideration. ■

The history of this country, hey, it’s all there in black 
and white, right? Except that it’s not - not when we’re 
talking about race. And not when we’re talking about the 
exhibition of work called “Despite It AN” by Dave McClinton 
that’s currently galvanizing the walls of the Dougherty Art 
Center’s Butridge Gallery. 

The history isn’t all there in black and white when we’re 
talking about race, because half of that putative binary 
has been systematically suppressed, denied, debased, 
and deleted, to one extent or another, for longer than 
our portion of the planet’s been officially the USA. And 
McClinton’s work isn’t all there in black and white, literally, 
because the array of colors that make up the many stun¬ 
ning images the man’s wrangled via complex digital collage 

- that array is off the goddamn charts. 

“The African-American community is currently rediscover¬ 
ing our history, which has not been fully illustrated,” reads 
part of the artist’s statement for this show. “It’s my goal 
as visual communicator to review historical information 
and inform people by bringing these concepts to life.” 

When McClinton says “visual communicator,” he’s not 
just tossing out a handy synonym: He’s a graphic designer 
by trade - he worked for this very Chronicle back in the day 

- and the wonders he can wreak with design software and 
the colors of Pantone’s endless rainbow are evidenced in 
a series of 27 large portraits that, as the artist says, “tell 


the story of love in the face of fear, pride in the face of 
debasement, ascension in the face of subjugation.” 

That story’s illustrations loom large upon the familiar 
DAC walls: faces and bodies of African-Americans, his¬ 
torical or modern, built from photos of faces and bodies 
sometimes combined Frankenstein-style with textures and 
elements of nature - the slag glass hair of the woman in 
Carry Blanco, the boll of cotton erupting from the head 
of the young man in My Supple Nature, the single red 
leaf standing in for lips in Fetish Minimize - and often 
enhanced with a profusion of colors that expand this 
show’s palette beyond the already many-hued varieties 
of human skin. Also, much as “black-and-white” implies 
printed text, neither are the damning documents of earlier 
times neglected in McClinton’s dark materials. The market 
ledger, filled with the names and details of slaves, translu- 
cently overlaid to eradicate the lower face and upper body 
of the man in Register is a chilling case in point. 

There are many cases in point here, and the point is - 
again, from the exhibition’s statement - “Distributing these 
stories about the strength and trials of the African-American 
experience can help visually define our identity.” Indeed. If 
only all identity could be so beautifully, powerfully defined 
as it is in “Despite It All,” then ... well, that remains to be 
seen. But of course, it’s also one of the main reasons - 
and problems - and goals - of art. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Celia Israel (D-Austin) 
and Mary Gonzalez (D-EI Paso), along with freshmen Reps. Jessica Gonzalez, Julie Johnson, 
and Erin Zwiener formed the Lege’s first ever LGBTQ Caucus on Thursday, Jan. 10. While five 
queer women might not be enough to thwart the many bigoted Republicans at the Capitol, 
it’s a damn good start. Gonzalez, who was elected chairwoman, said in a press statement that 
she’s “looking forward to collaborating with my fellow LGBTQ Caucus members to advocate for 
proactive legislation that creates greater equity in our state.” Cheers to that.

I’d wager there are few people - few women, especially - who don’t 
have a hit list lingering in the backs of their brains these days. Sure, 
you might have in mind some high school bullies, bad bosses, folks 
who cut you off in traffic, but top of the list? For me, it’s the people 
who have hurt my friends, the men who’ve made me feel unsafe as 
I navigate the world, and the known predators and abusers that con¬ 
tinue to profit and win accolades because, well, we’d all just rather 
separate the art from the artist. 

It turns out I’ve got some grudges in common with 
Dana Diaz, the protagonist of Amy Gentry’s second 
novel of suspense. Last Woman Standing. A Latina 
stand-up comic from Amarillo about to compete in 
the Funniest Person in Austin contest, Dana’s tread¬ 
ing water. She’s smarting from a split from her child¬ 
hood friend and writing partner, Jason, that left him in L.A. and sent 
her back to the Lone Star State; she’s blocked for new material at her 
nothing retail Job; and she hasn’t told anyone about her recent trau¬ 
ma: getting sexually assaulted by a beloved male comic at a meeting 
where he was supposed to be discussing a Job opportunity with her. 

Fler trauma from this and an older assault - and her frustration 
working in an industry where she’s constantly discounted as a woman 
of color - is at a low simmer at the outset of the novel. It’s a hap¬ 
penstance meeting with Amanda, a woman who sees Dana perform 


while dealing with a lewd heckler, that turns up the burner. Amanda, 
with her own experiences of misogyny and abuse, spies a kinship with 
Dana - and through that kinship, an opportunity to give Strangers on a 
Train a try. 

There’s only so much that can be discussed from that point forward 
while dodging spoilers, but be assured there’s a hearty handful of 
genuinely surprising and satisfying turns on the other side of Dana 
and Amanda’s bargain. This is a read-in-one-nighter 
with a you’ve-eaten-12-too-many-chocolate-covered- 
espresso-beans jangling buzz. Of course it’s timely, 
but it also feels lazy to resign it to that box Just 
because we can immediately recognize allusions 
to real people - women have always been made 
to feel endangered, and they’ve always been angry 
about it. What’s so elegant is the way Gentry skirts around giving us 
easy answers about what morality looks like in a system this broken. 
What’s Justice? What’s vengeance? What’s revenge? We need to 
keep our eyes peeled, her novel insists, because they’re three very 
different things. - Rosaiind Faires

The Woody Guthrie Center in Tulsa, Okla., not only tells the 
legend of an American original, but chronicles the evolution of 
American music. 

From the outside, the red brick building in an arts district of 
downtown Tulsa retains the appearance of the warehouse it once 
was. On the inside is a polished-wood world of artifacts, pictures, 
and videos that provide visual cues to Guthrie’s life and the art¬ 
ists that followed him. 

The museum’s collection originated as the Woody Guthrie 
Foundation, administrated by his daughter Nora. The George 
Kaiser Family Foundation purchased the archives in 2011 and 
moved them from New York City to Tulsa in 2013. Holding thou¬ 
sands of items related to Woody, the archive is a research center 
as well as a museum with rotating displays. 

Not only does the center house Guthrie’s archives, but also 
the Phil and Michael Ochs collections. In 2021, the new Bob 
Dylan Center will open nearby. Displays dedicated to Dylan are 
already being integrated into the Guthrie museum’s lineup. 

Credited with more than 3,000 songs. Woody was a musical 
pioneer who influenced a generation of artists. As Billy Bragg 
said, “All roads lead to Woody Guthrie.” 

The Woody Guthrie Center is at 102 E. Mathew B. Brady St. in 
downtown Tulsa, Okla., a few blocks south of Highway 412. The 
museum is open Tuesday through Sunday from lOam to 6pm, 
with late hours on the first Friday of the month. 



Tulsa is in the wooded, rolling hills of northeastern Oklahoma about 
seven hours from Austin an hour and a half from Oklahoma City. The 
city caters to tourists coming to the casinos with a large inventory of 
hotel rooms, good restaurants, and a thriving artist community.

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Sweet Ritual; Bigger Is Better 

Local vegan ice cream shop expands in the thriving Concorde Center

It’s never a good idea to try to make a living by selling 
vegan ice cream, right? 

That might be true in some parts of the world, even in 
some parts of this country, but it’s not true in Austin. 
“Based on the sales that we had at our original location in 
JuiceLand,” says Amelia Raley, co-owner of the newly 
expanded Sweet Ritual on Airport Boulevard, “we said we’d 
grow out of this facility in five years. But after we opened 
the doors, it was very clear that we’d outgrown the facility 
in about five weeks. So, basically, we’ve been planning this 
expansion since we started here - it just took a little while 
to get the financing and the real estate lined up. Yeah,” she 
says, her smile sweeter than a coconut-milk sundae, “it’s 
been going really well.” 

Raley and her business partner Valerie Ward opened 
their current location in June of 2016, in a former barber¬ 
shop in the once-struggling Concorde Center strip mall. 
These days, with the Omelettry and the Soup Peddler and 
the newest incarnation of Toy Joy adding fresh glory to its 
cluster of clever shops, with the whole Airport Boulevard 
revitalization plan underway, Concorde Center is no longer 
what you’d call struggling. And the biggest struggle for the 
vegan ice cream purveyors of Sweet Ritual is keeping up 
with clients’ demand. 

“This is a 1,000-square-foot space,” says Raley, sitting at a 
table within the newly remodeled store, “and we were doing 
all the ice cream production, all the ice cream storage, all 
the dry storage, all the offices, all the retail and the whole¬ 
sale parts, out of here. And our customers always said, ‘We 


love your ice cream, but, gosh, your shop is small.’ So what 
we did this last year, we built out a space in 4,000 square 
feet over on Burnet & 183, where we now have a whole ice 
cream production facility, including a freezer that’s 500 
square feet of just freezer - which is really amazing.” 

That might seem like overkill to supply one small shop, 
even for an enterprise as successful as Sweet Ritual. But 
the vegan goodness they create isn’t exclusive to cones and 
dishes served at the Concorde Center location. 


“Adding fresh glory to its cluster of clever shops.” Did we say that 
about what’s happened with Concorde Center, the art deco-signaged, 
Airport Boulevard strip mall first built in 1985? Sure, we said that - but 
of course the Omelettry left its longtime Burnet Road digs and moved 
into Concorde Center in 2015, a whole year before Sweet Ritual opened 
shop a couple doors down. And that beloved stalwart of Austin diner 
culture serves as the site’s perfect eggy and caffeinated anchor, 
especially for the morningtime phase, while billiards-boasting club 
the Grand corners the plaza’s nighttime market on adult bar-based 
pastimes (and tasty Asianesque noms via their Kitchen Window, the 
better to fuel your pool and pinball and foosball battles with). 

Between the Omelettry and the Grand, in addition to vegan ice 
creams, resides another outpost of Austin’s own Soup Peddler - we 


“We’re supplying our ice cream to Bouldin Creek Cafe 
and Counter Culture, too,” says Raley. “And we have pints 
at Wheatsville, and it’s also served at Mother’s and Citizen 
Eatery. And Toy Joy’s Downtown location took over the cafe 
space next to them and opened up Yummi Joy, and they 
carry 12 flavors of our ice cream - it’s like a mini Sweet 
Ritual down there!” 

And the Concorde Center storefront is substantially less 
mini itself. “This public part of the shop is so much bigger 
than it used to be,” says Raley, “with much more space for 
our customers. We worked with Lemmo Architecture and 
Design - they’ve done a lot of the JuiceLands around town 
- and just a really great team of people who like us and 
our products. We hired a local interior designer named 
Sarah Stacey, and she scouted out all these cool little 
things for us.” 

Raley gestures around the long room, pointing out a few 
of the details. “Those lights that look like chocolate-dipped 
and regular cones are from a ceramicist in London,” she 
says. “We have them set up as a kind of Instagrammable 
moment, where you can sit on that bench beneath the 
lights. We took out the ceiling, and now the ceiling is high 
and pink, with these big, floating clouds everywhere. And 
Aaron Flynn painted the 20-foot mural on this wall; he 
looked through our Instagram and just created all these 
wonderful characters out of the different ice creams we’ve 
served over the years. And there’s our new floor, too - it’s all 
part of the color scheme we call gloomy Lisa Frank.” 

So Sweet Ritual is bigger and, from the ground up, better. 
But what about the culinary foundation that’s even more 
important than the framework or any angels in the archi¬ 
tecture? What about the ice cream? When we told you about 
the store’s opening two years ago, we mentioned our sur¬ 
prise - we, all carnivorous AF and the opposite of lactose 
intolerant - that the stuff tasted so incredibly good. And it 
made us wonder why. 

“I like to tell people that you get more value in vegan ice 
cream because plant fat coats your tongue in a different 
way than animal fat does,” says Raley. “So, when you’re eat¬ 
ing traditional dairy ice cream, you can taste the flavors of 
the first couple of licks very clearly. But then, after a while, 
the fat kind of coats your tongue in a way that your recep¬ 
tors are a little bit muted. With vegan ice cream, you can 
taste the first lick, and you can taste the last lick. And it’s 
not just for vegans. We have a lot of customers who have 
allergies, and allergy families, and we wanted to create a 
destination where people could come with their person who 
has the dietary restriction and still everyone could be very 
very happy with all the choices here.” 

Note: We’re sipping on a peanut-butter shake with choco¬ 
late sauce as Raley says this, and we’ve just finished a 
tahini-based dish that sent our tongue to paradise, and 
we’re noticing that the grout between the nearby wall’s tiles 
is pink - even as trivial an item as grout was considered in 
this new phase of Sweet Ritual - and we can attest that, yes, 
we’re very very happy with the choices here. ■ 


especially recommend their tomato basil, but you’d best leave some 
for us - and that All About Vapor shop with so many custom mixes 
of e-juice, it could make the corpse of Jules Verne raise a steampunk 
eyebrow.

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SXSW Films Are Here 

OLIVIA WILDE AND DAVID CROSBY, PLUS ATX REPRESENTS

Start your SXSW Film Festival planning now: The annual 
celebration of screens large and small has announced its 
first wave of movies and shows. The massive list of 102 fea¬ 
tures, TV and streaming titles, and special events (online now 
at austinchronicle.com/sxsw) includes all the titles for the 
Narrative and Documentary Feature competitions. Headliners, 
Narrative and Documentary Spotlight sections. Visions, 
Global, Episodic premieres, and 24 Beats Per Second. 

The film festival (March 8-17) already announced Jordan 
Peele’s eagerly awaited doppelganger horror Us as the 
opening night film, and this week’s announcement confirms 
a few sneaking suspicions. Olivia Wilde, who was added 
earlier this week as the film keynote speaker, brings the 
world premiere of her feature directorial debut, Booksmart, 
while Americana legend David Crosby (also here for a con¬ 
versation with Oscar-winning director Cameron Crowe) is 
the focus of David Crosby: Remember My Name, part of the 
24 Beats Per Second music strand. 

SXSW has become a launching pad for raunchy studio com¬ 
edies, and this year sees a double chuckle with Universal’s 
new-style puberty comedy Good Boys, and a first glimpse at 
the (so far) untitled comedy from Seth Rogen and Charlize 
Theron. The star power continues with The Highwaymen, the 
true story of Frank Hamer, the Texas Ranger who hunted down 
Bonnie and Clyde, starring Woody Harrelson and Kevin Costner. 

But SXSW is first and foremost a home to rising talents 
and stories often left untold, and no city’s films speak to that 
as much as Austin’s. The hometown presence is strongest in 
the documentary section. Layton Blaylock, who captured the 
creativity of Austin’s homeless community in 2008 with Art 
From the Streets, returns to the topic with his exploration of 
the city’s radical housing experiment in Community First, A 
Home for the Homeless. Meanwhile, Becoming Leslie is a biog¬ 
raphy of Albert Leslie Cochran, Austin’s homeless celebrity, 
which director Tracy Frazier promises will catch him in all his 


complexities. Speaking of oddball icons, J.R. “Bob” Dobbs 
and The Church of the SubGenius is a revival meeting for the 
Dadaist takedown of organized religions - one of the first true 
internet sensations. Of course, it’s not Austin without some 
music and politics, so get your dancing shoes on for Nothing 
Stays the Same: The Story of the Saxon Pub, about South 
Austin’s legendary beer and beats institution, then take to the 
campaign trail with director David Modigliani for Running With 
Beto, inside the battle bus for Beto O’Rourke’s grassroots 
effort to unseat U.S. Senator Ted Cruz. 

Austin stays strong on the narrative side, too: Bob Byington 
reunites with Somebody Up There Likes Me stars Keith 
Poulson and Nick Offerman for small-town scandal drama 
Frances Ferguson; then Matthew McConaughey gets back to 
the urgent business of taking it easy in Harmony Korine’s The 
Beach Bum. Meanwhile Robert Rodriguez seemingly snuck a 
break from his upcoming mega-blockbuster A//ta; Battle Angel 
to squeeze in a surprise new project: Red 11, a semi-autobio- 
graphical-but-very-made-up story of an indie filmmaker that 
sees the director go back to his microbudget roots. 

Red 11 screens straight after Rodriguez holds his Rebel 
Without a Crew Filmmaking Master Class, one of a host of 
special events including a special screening of Ra: Path of 
the Sun God with live score by Austin’s Holodeck Records; 
the debut of the new 4K restoration of David Byrne’s True 
Stories (with the Talking Head himself in attendance); and 
the return of the ultimate historian of drive-in movies, Joe 
Bob Briggs, with his special presentation. How Rednecks 
Saved Hollywood. 

But wait, there’s more. Come back on Feb. 6 when the 
festival announces Festival Favorites, Midnighters, shorts, 
more Episodics, and a few extra-special feature titles that 
you’ll want on your schedule. ■

HEADED TO UTAH? Look out for some Austin filmmakers and ATX- 
linked films at Sundance and Slamdance, the twinned fiim festivais in 
Park City. First up, Sundance (Jan. 24-Feb. 3) hosts the worid premiere 
of Sister Aimee, the biopic of proto-mega-evangeiist Aimee Sempie 
McPherson. Shot in Austin, it stars Anna Margaret Hollyman as Sister 
Aimee herseif (see “in Production: An Austin Love Letter to L.A.,” Sept. 
28,2018, for more on the bizarre story). On the documentary side, Ivete 
Lucas makes her feature debut with Pahokee, about high schooi seniors 
in the Fiorida Evergiades, whiie UT-RTF grad Cristina ibarra (ciass of 
1997) has The Infiltrators going undercover inside immigrant detention 
faciiities. Sundance aiso snagged the worid premiere of Raise Hell: The 
Life & Times of Molly Ivins, documentarian Janice Engei’s iook at the 
iegendary Texas journaiist and coiumnist (pius a speciai shout-out to 
honorary Austinite David Lowery, whose Daiias-based Saiior Bear 
Productions screens its supernaturaiiy-tinged Light From Light, starring 
Jim Gaffigan). Aiso, watch for three short fiims: “Everything You Wanted 
to Know About Sudden Birth* (*But Were Afraid to Ask)” in documentary 
shorts; Loves Her Gun director Geoff Marsiett’s animated short, “The 
Phantom 52”; and Renee Zhan’s “Reneepoptosis.” Meanwhiie, down 
the road at Siamdance (Jan. 25-31), Austin Asian American Fiim Festivai 
interim Executive Director Tim Tsai hops on the red carpet for the worid 
premiere of his feature directoriai debut, Seadrift. The Austin Fiim 
Society-sponsored documentary recounts the expiosion of raciai vio- 
ience against Vietnamese fishermen in the Guif Coast town of Seadrift, 
Texas, after the murder of Biiiy Joe Apiin, a iocai crabber, in a bar fight (a 
story originaiiy covered by ivins, coincidentaiiy, for The New York Times).

SPEAKING OF FESTIVALS, Waiting for the Punchline, the new 
documentary from Austin’s Rooster Teeth studio, gets its worid premiere 
at the 16th annuai Big Sky Documentary Film Festival (Feb. 15-24) in 
Missouia, Montana. The fiim, directed by Mat Names (aiso responsibie for 
cross-border documentary Common Ground), foiiows San Francisco pod¬ 
caster Nick Scarpino’s awkward attempts to move into stand-up comedy. 

BIPOLAR DISORDER is one of the most damaging mentai 
iiinesses, and Austin audiences got a brutai and honest iook at its 
devastating effects eariier this month in a pre-screening of A Fine Wife, 
the debut documentary by musician-turned-fiimmaker Randy White. 
The fiim covers the ecstatic ups and horrifying downs of his marriage 
to Michelle White, who was misdiagnosed for most of her iife and seif- 
medicated with a range of drugs untii finaiiy committing suicide in 
2015. The fiim was constructed by White from home movies and video 
he shot as a record of her erratic and often dangerous behavior. During 
the post-screening Q&A, White (a seif-described Texagonian, having 
moved from Portiand to Austin after Micheiie’s death) said that he 
gathered the footage “so that i wouid capture the reaiity of it, be abie 
to present it back to her and say, ‘What the fuck?’” He caiied the fiim 
“a training guide” to recognizing what iiving with someone with bipo- 
iar disorder is iike, so that other famiiies won’t suffer in the same way 
his did. He said, “This story is not unique. This story has happened 
miiiions of times to miiiions of different peopie.”

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Restaurant Review: Carpenters Hall 

HOTEL RESTAURANT IS “SO FAR, SO GOOD” byjessicape 


Carpenters Hall, the Carpenter Hotel’s 
on-site restaurant, has only been open since 
early November 2018, but it’s most definitely 
already one of Austin’s popular kids - smart, 
beautiful, and almost annoyingly cool. 

When you first walk up to this Zilker area 
building, at once institutional and chic, it 
feels a bit like attending the first day of high 
school when you’ve got the cool teacher and 
two buddies in homeroom and you’re feeling 
fly in a new outfit, but you’re also totally 
skeptical because of all the hype. Once 
inside, your eyes dart around the starkly 
whitewashed bricks, first peeping in on the 
lobby - complete with leather couches and an 
enviable vinyl collection - then to the check-in 
window on the right, then the steel IRL site 
map on the left. That 
“finally, a familiar 
face” feeling washes 
over, and, shoulders 
back, you now know 
exactly where to go: 
the beckoning and 
delightfully mysterious 
host stand, its lovely sentries poised to 
inform you that there’s a pretty significant 
wait for a table. 

Turns out the property was the union hall 
building for Austin Carpenters Local 1266, a 
chapter of United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners of America, one of the nation’s 
largest and oldest. Hence, of course, the 
hotel and restaurant’s name. The original 
building, built in 1948, now houses the new 
lobby, bar, restaurant, and Hot L Coffee, but 
hospitality one-stop shop the Mighty Union 
expanded the property to include a sleek 
outdoor seating area, the namesake 93-room 
boutique hotel and pool, and a half-dome 
outdoor party place - the Q Hut. After walking 
around the grounds, I thought, “Sure, there’s 
no dramatic, happy-tears kiss to report a la 


When Harry Met Sally’s New Year’s Eve scene, 
but the sentiment remains: I didn’t want to 
enjoy this place as much as I really do.” 

Just like the property’s perfect back-to- 
school fade, the interior of the restaurant is a 
stunner as well. It’s almost as if Joanna Gaines 
suddenly embarked upon a minimalist period - 
floor-to-ceiling, white, subway-tile-demarcated 
open kitchen and all. Embracing the huge United 
Brotherhood and Sisterhood banners’ palette, 
the space is streamlined with mint green paint, 
blonde wood bench seating and black metal¬ 
framed chairs, exposed ceiling structures, 
green plants in terra cotta planters, tan leather 
tabletops, neutral bricks, and the beautifully 
refurbished original hardwood gym floor (extra 
planks were utilized as artistic accents). The 
bar, which runs almost 
the length of the north 
wall, is an enormous 
old pecan tree slice 
that was removed under 
Austin Environmental 
Commission requirements. 
About that bar: Let’s talk 
food and beverages, shall we? 

On a dreary Friday night, my date and I 
headed down for a late dinner around 8:30pm, 
with the fortunate foresight to call ahead 
(“oops, no one made a reservation”). We 
were informed the earliest seating was 10pm 
and the bar was three rows deep. I should’ve 
known, because chef Grae Nonas - the two- 
time James Beard Rising Star Award finalist 
who opened award-winning Olamaie with 
co-owner and Executive Chef Michael Fojtasek 
in 2014, left in 2016, and returned to Austin 
a year later - is at the helm. By the way, the 
cafe features breakfast tacos, pies, kolaches, 
and other daily pastries, a continuation of 
Nonas’ conceptual ode to Central Texas’ 
influences of German, Czech, and, well, Texan 
cuisines. Acclaimed food and beverage director 


Christina Skogly Knowiton (married to Bon 
Appetit editor Andrew Knowiton) is also on the 
roster. They’ve stacked their team for success 
and are, like the damn New England Patriots’ 
Captain Brady, undeniably excellent. At any 
rate, we popped over to nearby Barton Springs 
Saloon to wait. 

The dining room at night is sleek and 
romantic, dimly lit and intimate. My least 
favorite thing about this place happened at 
this Juncture: Upon sitting down, we were told 
that the kitchen was about to switch to the 
late-night menu, a limited list of more bar- 
friendly bites. Our server suggested we Just 
order everything we’d want from the normal 
dinner menu to squeeze ’em in before the 
cutoff, which was fine except we ended up 
with an entire table full of food all at once. 
Really though, this complaint is pretty much 
the equivalent of trying to find something 
wrong with Winnie Cooper or Serena van 
der Woodsen Just because. Brown derby - 
bourbon, grapefruit, honey - and Manhattan 
firmly in hand, we lived. And thoroughly 
enjoyed all of the dishes. 

Shrimp and lemon go together like a 
seamless tongue-and-groove Joint (yes, I 
Googled woodworking terms), and the super¬ 
fat, grilled, head-on Gulf shrimp atop toasted 
sourdough with a bright Meyer lemon salsa 
was a favorite I’d return for. The seafood fritto 
misto (a fine-dining fried seafood platter) was 
lightly battered and fried Just right, served 
with a caper remoulade that cut the fat with, 
well, cream. And I was pleased to find butter 
lettuce in the salad, because it’s Just the 
best lettuce. Back to those German roots, 
Nonas created a chicken schnitzel so large it 
literally hung over the dinner plate and topped 
it (brilliantly) with black garlic chimichurri. I 
was too full to even check out the dessert 
situation, but based on their pastries, I 
should’ve at least taken something delicious 
to go. 

Carpenters Hall’s brunch also brought 
its A-game. (Real quick: There’s an online 
menu for everything else at this compound, 
except brunch?) The night vs. day aesthetic 
differential is startling - so much sunshine 
poured in that my date eventually donned 
his shades - but it works. My Bloody Mary 
accoutrements featured a pickled okra and 
a Castelvetrano olive, indicators of the fine- 
tuned details. The mimosa was fine, but $10 
is Just absurd. It is. And that’s kind of the 
thing on this menu: The pricing is a bit high 
and unpredictable, despite being tasty overall. 
Still, the Juicy burger on a light-as-a-feather 
poppy seed bun, the migas with tomatillo 
salsa, and the waffles with a pale purple 
huckleberry butter were all well-executed. The 
two breakout superstars were the chopped 
salad - a rainbow party in a bowl with salami 
strips, sharp white Cheddar, roasted red 
peppers, an olive medley - and the hash 
brown, actually, which was served with a 
dollop of hot pepper Jelly and a bearnaise so 
delicious that I sopped every last drop with 
those thick-cut fries. 

This is not really a budget-friendly spot, per 
se - but if you can swing it, every bite, every 
sip, every can’t-quite-place-it nostalgic feeling 
is worth its weight. ■

A Shattering 
Disappointment 

M. Night Shyamalan’s superhero trilogy crumbles in Glass

Unbreakable, M. Night Shyamalan’s follow¬ 
up to his 1999 game-changer The Sixth 
Sense, remains the director’s most nuanced, 
intellectually engaging, and pop- culturally 
intuitive film to date. Tonally, if not totally, 
unique in the annals of superhero movies 
when it was released in 2000, it pos¬ 
ited an irresistibly intriguing query: 

What if these so-called supermen 
and their villainous nemeses actually 
existed in the real world, unseen and 
unknown even to themselves? 

Picture Clark Kent forever oblivi¬ 
ous to his dime-comic destiny or 
Bruce Wayne working a grinding 
day job while propping up a tee¬ 
tering marriage, sans Batsuit. 

Unbreakable preceded by eight 
years the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe we now find ourselves in and 
predated the titanic cultural upheavals of 
9/11 and endless war, Web 2.0 and the 
24-hour bad-news barrage, and our current 
age of endless anxiety. It was a tantalizing 
tale well told and a high point in co-stars

Willis’ and Jackson’s careers. Even better, it 
was a one-off cinematic thought experiment 
with no need for a sequel (or five). Or so the 
story went, right up until the final shot of 
Shyamalan’s surprise hit Split two years ago. 

Glass is the capstone to this sneak- 
attack trilogy. If you haven’t encoun¬ 
tered and absorbed the two previous 
films, then you’d be well advised 
to watch those before taking on 
Shyamalan’s latest. Or better yet, just 
skip this disappointing denoue¬ 
ment altogether and be done 
with it. Cobbled together on 
what appears to be a very low 
budget. Glass shatters under the 
weight of too many comic book 
allegories-cum-history lessons, 
weirdly abrupt plot machinations, 
epically puny bouts of brawny fisticuffs, and 
a third-act bit of outright “what-the-fuck?”-ery 
that gives even the lamest deus ex machinas 
a bad name. 

Glass is set for the most part in a for¬ 
bidding, Victorian-era psychiatric facility 
that makes Halloween’s Smith’s Grove 
Sanitarium look like a model of high-tech.

insurmountable security. The Shyamalan 
scripted story reunites Unbreakable’s sorta- 
supermensch David Dunn (Willis, stern) 
with the physically frail mad-genius vil¬ 
lain Mr. Glass (Jackson, wacky) and then 
adds Split’s dissociatively disordered “The 
Horde,” aka Kevin Wendell Crumb (McAvoy, 
hopelessly talented), into the often bewilder¬ 
ing proceedings. Dr.-of-something-or-other 
Ellie Staple (Paulson) has somehow cor¬ 
ralled these somewhat-super-people into 
shackles with the stated aim of convincing 
them that they’re all simply delusional and 
can be cured with little more than some 
group therapy and a laser to the forehead. 
Shyamalanigans ensue. 

Glass is a minuscule epic with aspirations 
to be so much more than what it is, which 
is why it smarts so, watching it as a fan of 
comics, heroes, and the occasional M. Night 
movie. Shyamalan’s meta-conversation with 


a nowadays superhero-saturated audience 
feels overbearing and rote. He’s got loads 
to say about the definition of superheroics, 
sacrifice, and human potential in general, but 
Glass is hobbled by the director’s tendency 
to overthink his own ideas and then expound 
upon them, via his characters, to the point 
of no return-box-office. It’s proof that an 
ambitious almost-auteur can be too smart 
for his own good while simultaneously being 
downright silly (see also: Lady in the Water). 
That’s the death knell for what might’ve, 
could’ve, should’ve been a genre classic that 
instead leaves you repeating the words “If 
only ... if only.”

A DOG’S WAY HOME

Ever since Lassie trekked across Scotland 
and made her way back to Roddy McDowall’s 
schoolboy arms in 1943, popular cinema 
has embraced the story of a lost dog find¬ 
ing its way home over hundreds of miles, 
the canine’s compass magnetized by his or 
her unconditional love for a master patiently 
hopeful for the pet’s return. You’d have to be 
a heartless animal hater to pretend to be 
unaffected by the inevitable reunion of dog 
and owner in those last reels. 

In A Dog's Way Home - which is pointedly 
not a sequel to the ethically challenged 
2017 film A Dog's Purpose (the follow-up 
to that controversial film will be released 
in May) - the mixed-breed Bella traverses 
a circuitous, incredible journey of over 400 
miles from northern New Mexico to Denver, 
Colorado, to reunite with her owner (Hauer- 
King) after the enforcement of a ridiculously

ordinance banning the ownership of pit bulls 
within the Mile High City’s municipal limits 
forces her from her home. This pet prohibi¬ 
tion, applicable even to mixed breeds, is 
apparently a real thing. WTF! 

In making her way back to her heartbroken 
caretaker across a beautiful Golden State 
landscape, the sweet-natured Bella (voiced by 
a treacly Howard, who often sounds like Sally 
Field) experiences a multitude of encounters 
that challenge her conviction to find the only 
family she’s ever known. It’s like one of those 
sentimentally charged, Sixties-era, hourlong 
episodes of The Wonderful World of Disney, 
albeit with an extra 30 minutes tacked onto 
it for theatrical release. 

The narrative fashioned by screenwriters 
W. Bruce Cameron and Cathryn Michon 
(based on the former’s book) is discernibly 
bare-bones in execution. See Bella sepa¬ 
rated from her stray mother as a puppy, then 
suckling a feral mama cat, then chasing a 
squirrel up a tree after being adopted by a 
good-looking young man devoted to his PTSD- 
afflicted mother (Judd). And on her journey 
hundreds of miles home to her separated 
family, Bella confronts (among other things) 
scavenging coyotes, an avalanche, and a 
well-meaning homeless man in her path, like 


some canine Candide whose fate temporarily 
lies in the hands of other events. (Luckily, the 
boilerplate gay couple that temporarily adopts 
her is presented in a positive light.) Some 
kids may find the whole affair traumatic, par¬ 
ticularly when the poor pooch finds herself 
dehydrated and chained to a corpse in the 
wilderness. Then again, that’s nothing com¬ 
pared to those same kids’ parents’ recollec¬ 
tions of a Disney flick in which a tearful boy 
must shoot his rabies-inflicted yeller dog in 
the end. Bless the beasts and the children.

Keanu Reeves is the yin to Nicolas Cage’s 
yang. Their careers have a strange symmetry 
- breaking through in the 1980s with well- 
received performances in offbeat arthouse 
successes, flirtations with Oscar-friendly 
studio fare, a Nineties action revival, then 
wilderness years, followed by a strange peri¬ 
od of liminal existence poised somewhere 
between cult successes and VOD oddities. 
What divides them is how they inhabit the 
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screen. Cage is (in)famous for his bug-nuts 
style, dubbed mega-acting. Reeves, in con¬ 
trast, keeps everything at a low simmer. It’s 
not that there’s nothing going on under the 
surface of his characters, it’s simply that it 
emerges as tiny ripples. In John Wick, that’s 
effective understatement. In misguided 
cybertech drama Replicas, it’s sleepwalking. 

Reeves has revisited the theme of 
tech and mind before - to great effect in 
The Matrix (then diminishing returns in its 
sequels) and to risible ends in the best-for¬ 
gotten Johnny Mnemonic. This time, he plays 
a research scientist, William Foster, working 
on mapping the human brain onto a robot, in 
theory to give dying people a second, cyber¬ 
netic life. When his wife (Eve) and kids die in 
a car crash, he decides to bring them back 
by copying their brains and downloading them 
into clones. Why not use a robot? Because 
so far the synthetic humans have a nasty 
habit of ripping themselves apart in fits of 
metaphysical angst. 

In his cyberpunk phases. Reeves has 
picked films that tackle the question of 
perception and perspective. That’s Replicas' 
problem; it’s looking through the wrong eyes. 
There’s no drama in William’s misadventures, 
not least because this is one of those times 
when his super-low-key style undercuts the 
emotional weight of what he’s doing. It’s 
either that, or director Jeffrey Nachmanoff 
(also responsible for conspiracy thriller 
Traitor, but best known for writing risible 
eco-thriller The Day After Tomorrow) simply 
doesn’t know how to capture his nuances. 

It’s Eve as Mona, alive then dead then alive 
again, who would have something interesting 
to say. However, every time the script glances 
toward an intriguing discussion of what it 
is that makes us ourselves, screenwriter 
Chad St. John seems to panic and throw 
in some flat comedy (much of it provided 
by Middleditch as Ed, William’s colleague/ 
flunky/Igor) or an uninspired car chase. 
Meanwhile, William, who is supposed to be 
some kind of neo-Frankenstein, treats these 
revolutionary developments in science with 
all the gravity of a grocery run. 

St. John’s script is the underlying bug in 
the code. Science fiction is at its best when 
it’s a morality tale - especially when dealing 
with tech, such as brain mapping, that is 
seemingly within our grasp. Yet there’s no

moral or emotional weight to anything William 
does, even when he’s forced to choose which 
of his children he can’t bring back. A star¬ 
tlingly inept final act, as evil corporate boss 
Jones (Ortiz) blackmails William into handing 
over his tech and his family-version-2.0 for 
nefarious ends, only muddies those shallow 
waters. Fortunately, that’s easy to ignore 
after a mind-numbing scramble of dangling 
plot threads, horrible CGI, and abandoned 
subtexts. Ctrl-Halt-Hdelete this from your brain.

THE UPSIDE 

D: Neil Burger; with Bryan Cranston, Kevin Hart, Nicole Kidman, 
Julianna Margulies, Aja Naomi King. (PG-13,125 min.) 

The Upside, a mismatched buddy film, is 
an Americanized remake of the French mega 
hit The Intouchables from 2011. The story 
is based on the true-life experiences of bil¬ 
lionaire Philippe Pozzo di Borgo, who became 
a quadriplegic following a hang-gliding acci¬ 
dent, and his French-Algerian caregiver Abdel 
Sellou. Like the French version, the unlikely 
pair, now situated in New York rather than 
Paris, comprises a white businessman (mais 
oui) and a black petty thief out on parole who 
needs to land a job in order to remain out of 
prison. The black man teaches the white man 
about the pleasures of fast cars, hot dogs, and 
R&B music (although The Upside substitutes 
Aretha Franklin for the original’s example of 
Earth, Wind & Fire), while the white man 
teaches the black man about opera, fine art, 
and exotic foods like kumquats. 

Despite being one of the top-grossing films 
in French history, Intouchables was derided by 
a great number of critics as having a similar 
racial subtext to Driving Miss Daisy. Very few 
tweaks have been made to the plot during its 
trip across the pond (the theft of a Faberge 
egg becomes the theft of a first-edition copy 
of The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn in The 
Upside) and romantic details play out differ¬ 
ently, among other small shifts to the basic 
plot. However, this American version (which 
was wrangled away for distribution by STX 
Entertainment from the Weinstein Company 
after it crashed and burned in ignominy last 
year) is more likely to be compared with a 
more recent release of dubious racial conno¬ 
tations: Green Book. 

The always remarkable Bryan Cranston 
plays the invalid Philippe, who has lost all 
motor skills from the neck down. He has only 
his face with which to express emotions, and 
Cranston makes the most of the opportunity 
with modulated expressions of pleasure, pain, 
joy, anger, and humor. Comedian Kevin Hart 
takes on a dramatic role as Philippe’s aide 
Dell, and greatly tones down his motormouth 
persona to present a character whose inso¬ 
lence and uncompassionate manner are what 
make him a desirable caretaker in Philippe’s 
mind. However, we’re reminded of the come¬ 
dian’s overblown schtick (and perhaps his 
recent Oscar-hosting controversy) in a few 
sequences, such as when the insertion of a 
catheter and his inability to vocalize the word 
“penis” give rise to a painfully prolonged epi¬ 
sode of mugging and cringing. The direction 
by Neil Burger (Divergent, Limitless) is work¬ 
manlike: Nicole Kidman, as good as she is, is 
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given little to do in a one-note role, but fares 
better than Julianna Margulies who appears 
merely in a one-scene role. Kevin Hart’s huge 
number of fans may push this film to early 
box-office success but eventually they are 
likely to toss it into the untouchable pile.

that kicked off her decades-long career fighting against 
gender-based discrimination and for equal rights. First¬ 
time scriptwriter Daniel Stiepleman is keenly aware of the 
current #MeToo climate. As Ruth (Jones) is practicing for 
the courtroom, there’s a knowing wink to audiences as her 
male cohorts suggest that she smile at the judges. Jones 
makes a fine Ginsburg - especially in the mouth, lips 
pursed expectantly - but something in Hammer’s resigned 
manner paints husband Marty as ineffectual rather than 
stoic, and the chemistry between them is bland. More 
emotionally manipulative than RBG, it’s another effort to 
solidify her sainthood, and a biting piece of herstory that 
we need right now.

Starting this week, Violet Crown Cinema 

has launched Magnolia Mondays, a series 
celebrating the best films released by 
Magnolia Pictures, the indie film distribu¬ 
tion outfit co-founded in 2001 by Bill 
Banowsky and Eamonn Bowles. 

For Banowsky, who is also the owner of 
Violet Crown Cinema and programmed the 
new screening series, the partnership was 
a no-brainer.

& April 1). Although he’s fond of every film in 
the series, Banowsky is particularly excited to 
show Man on Wire (March 11 & 18). James 
Marsh’s exhilarating documentary, which 
chronicles tightrope walker Philippe Petit’s 
daring (and illegal) high-wire walk between 
New York City’s Twin Towers, will 
screen in March to celebrate the 
Oscar-winning film’s 10th anni¬ 
versary. “Man on Wire is one of 
those rare documentary films 
that plays like an edge-of-your- 
seat thriller,” said Banowsky, “and it abso¬ 
lutely must be seen on the big screen to 
fully appreciate the death-defying feats that 
are so beautifully captured in this film.”

peace and Joy that comes from bringing pas¬ 
sion to one’s work every day, even when sleep¬ 
ing.”

Last year’s 
acclaimed Ruth Bader Ginsburg documen¬ 
tary from directors Betsy West and Julie 
Cohen will kick off the series; and, if all goes 
according to plan, this will be the first of multi¬ 
ple Magnolia Mondays runs. “We have already 
begun planning our second series, which will 
be announced soon,” said Banowsky. “We 
plan to continue Magnolia Mondays for as 
long as cinema audiences want to show up 
at Violet Crown on a Monday night and pay 
$5 to see great art films, presented in the 
way the filmmakers intended.” ■

Music Lab Explores 
Consolidation 



Music Lab’s Oltorf location, a default 
rehearsal space for Austin musicians, is up 
for sale. In an exclusive email statement to 
the Chronicle, president Dan Cabela and 
secretary Joe Cabela explained the listing 
on commercial real estate site LoopNet as 
“an attempt to understand whether consoli¬ 
dation is a good move for us.” Such a plan 
would move all business to their second 
location on St. Elmo Road, part of mixed-use 
development The Yard. 

Other attempts to “improve efficiencies” 
include reduced hours and sale of the equip¬ 
ment rental department to newly founded 
ATX Backline. Both rehearsal 
hubs also include a retail 
store for music gear and a 
cafe. Music Lab first launched 
at a now-shuttered original 
space in 1992, and the Oltorf 
locale opened six years later. 

“No decision has been 
determined,” asserted the 
Cabelas. “We do not know 
all the answers [or] what the 
future holds. We are doing 
what we can to streamline 
and continue to provide a great creative 
atmosphere for our Austin musicians.” 

The siblings’ parents founded expansive out¬ 
door retailer Cabela’s. Dan now serves as chair 
of the Cabela Family Foundation, where he 
directs major conservation efforts. Last August, 
they released 24 wild lions in Mozambique. 

Both Music Lab locations offer hourly 
rehearsal room rentals alongside month-to-

month room leases, historically a hot com¬ 
modity passed down among musicians. Local 
artist Mandy Rowden previously operated 
her music lesson company. Girl Guitar, out 
of three leased rooms at the Oltorf location. 
Talk of a shutdown pushed her to downsize 
to a single lease and discontinue her busi¬ 
ness’ work with other instructors. 

“Selfishly, I hope it all blows over, but real¬ 
istically [Music Lab] can’t last forever,” shares 
Rowden. “When that does happen, me and 
my students will find just one place. We’ll 
cross that bridge when we come to it.” 

Music Lab increased prices last year, forcing 
electro-pop group Shy Beast 
to look elsewhere after practic¬ 
ing at the Oltorf location for 
four years. The Cabelas state 
their business model cannot 
survive Austin’s soaring real 
estate prices “without increas¬ 
ing rent revenues.” The execu¬ 
tives also address “a ceiling 
on what the average working 
musician can afford to pay 
in rehearsal rents along with 
all the other expenses they 
have. We may be at that ceiling.” 

Zeke Jarmon, singer of local alt-folk 
group Batty Jr., celebrated his 10th birthday 
with a costume party at Music Lab Oltorf. 

He remembers enjoying pizza rolls at John 
Moyer’s now-defunct Natural Ear Music 
School, also held at the space. Today, the 
28-year-old rents a room there when it’s too 
late to practice at a bandmate’s house. 


& the Flame, and Bob Schneider also join 
the entirely live-streamed tribute show. 

All artists promise Johnston renditions 
alongside their own hits at well below their 
usual pay grade, helping fundraise for the 
nonprofit Hi, How Are You Project. Gimbel, 
president of Austin City Limits Enterprises 
(revisit “No Limits,” Oct. 12, 2018), built 
the lineup with local alt veterans Margin 
Walker Presents and Johnston’s booking 
team United Talent Agency. En route to a 
honeymoon weekend in Santa Fe, newlywed 
Flaming Lips frontman Wayne Coyne recalls 
first encountering the celebrant’s cassettes. 

“You’re shaken to the core,” remarks the 
Oklahoma City icon. “When making music. 


“Every time I go, I try and measure how 
fat I’m getting,” remarks Jarmon, explaining 
his creative use of the building as a lifelong 
growth chart. “There’s two doors to each 
room. If you can close both of them and fit 
in between, then maybe you should eat more 
pizza rolls.” 

Jarmon and Nelson Valente Aguilar of 

synth-cumbia quartet Como Las Movies 
have each played informal shows at the 
rehearsal hub throughout their careers. The 
former says Music Lab provided an impor¬ 
tant DIY venue during his underage years. 
Additionally, the locale provides a frequent 
setting for band origin stories. South by 
Southwest celebrity sightings, and late-night 
musicmaking thanks to a Sam closing time. 

Warning of a possible shutter hasn’t been 
delivered to renters through any official chan¬ 
nels. Aguilar hadn’t heard the news, and says 
he’ll have to “do some homework” concerning 
a backup pre-show rehearsal space. Rowden, 
who grew her business in the space, tears up 
talking about the Oltorf building. 

“When I think back on my 20s and 30s, I 
see myself at Music Lab,” she says. “I picture 
it more than my home. Austin’s changing 
so much that we’re all learning how to say 
goodbye, but it will be a big, big [loss] if it 
goes away.” 


part of you wants to be a childlike character 
that isn’t thinking about, Ms this cool?’ or Ms 
this going to work?’ With [Johnston], there’s 
elements of being pure, emotional, and real 
that are just uncanny.” 

Coyne endeavored Johnston track “Go” 
with Sparklehorse for the 2004 Discovered 
Covered tribute album. Like Flaming Lips riffs 
on John Lennon, he says there’s something 
in Johnston’s pop songs you can’t quite grasp. 

“It’s not something you can learn to do,” 
muses Coyne. “Maybe it’s not even something 
that he can do - something that happens 
when he’s about to die and then he makes 
music instead of killing himself. I don’t know. 
It’s some sort of cathartic magic.” 


Heavenly Mixtapes 

In high school, Esme Barrera and Greg Gonzalez 

made mixtapes. Topics included songs that made 
you dance, ones that made you cry, and what to 
play at your funeral. 

“Me and Esme, it was all about music,” says 
Gonzalez. “We used to call each other and she’d be 
like, ‘Oh, check out this song,’ and put the phone 
up to the speaker. I found out about so many great 
records through her.” 

Barrera is remembered as a fervent music fan 
and immutably positive, community-building force. 
When she was murdered locally in 2012, her death 
shook the Austin music scene. Gonzalez, head of 
Brooklyn dream-pop act Cigarettes After Sex, 
knew precisely what to cover at her closing mass: 
“Waterloo Sunset” by the Kinks. Some of Barrera’s 
favorite artists pay tribute Friday at the Mohawk 
for “7 Minutes in 
Heaven: A Celebration 
of Esme Barrera,” 
including Gonzalez 
performing solo, punk 
pioneer Ted Leo, and 
Jim Ward of Sparta 
and At the Drive-In 
(see also Live Music 
Listings, p. 52). 

The show raises 
money for the first- 
ever Girls Rock sum¬ 
mer camp in Barrera’s 
native El Paso, adding to a GoFundMe started 
by her sister. In addition to her work as a special 
needs teaching assistant and Waterloo Records 
clerk,Barrera volunteered at the weeklong camp 
for girls, nonbinary, and trans youth. Former 
Girls Rock Austin directors Erica Flores and Jess 
Boettger planned a pilot program to be sustained 
by members of the El Paso community, with funds 
supporting scholarships for 25 campers this summer. 

“You have kids at the beginning who will barely 
whisper, and by the end of the week they’re play¬ 
ing a solo in front of 300 people,” says Flores of 
her Girls Rock experience. “It extends beyond 
music. It’s a sense of self-efficacy and importance. 
Esme used to tell the campers that they were full 
of unlimited possibilities.”

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C ogent and considered recollections 
of older black men from Texas and 
the broadly American South below 
the Mason-Dixon line generally bear a 
sobering universality One of these gentle¬ 
men, Dr. James Polk, Austin’s esteemed 
multi-instrumentalist, world-class organist, 
and former arranger for the great Ray 
Charles, speaks in these measured hues. 
The literal key(s) to native saxophonist 
Elias Haslanger’s Church on Monday resi¬ 
dency above the vaunted Continental Club 
on South Congress recalls invisible borders 
occasionally traversed. 

“You have to remember this was the Six¬ 
ties. We rarely went across the highway - 
unless it was on Sunday,” says Polk, 78, 
during the second week of January. “Because 
on Sundays, in particular, what used to be 
the Jade Room on Guadalupe [now UT 
“Drag” staple and Thai haunt Madam 
Mam’s Noodles & More] was made available 
for swinging jazz played by black perform¬ 
ers. It was segregated back then, y’know? 
“Shit, it still is,” he chafes. 
Trumpet/cornet legend Bobby Bradford of 
free jazz provocateur Ornette Coleman fame 
emphasizes that same “hard line.” Once a 
roommate of Polk’s at Huston-Tillotson 
College (now University), he recalls Austin’s 
racial exclusion with candor and clarity. 

“Don’t sanitize it,” says Bradford when 
asked about his friend and peer’s musical 
accomplishments vs. inversely proportional 
renown. “I’m an 84-year-old man from the 
South, and this is still Texas. You’ve got a 
guy where more people probably know him 
in Europe than Austin.” 

Since Polk returned to his collegiate 
headquarters in 1987 after a decadelong, 
Grammy-nominated run with Charles 
(1930-2004), his appreciation as an elder 
statesman of Austin’s stout musical history 
continues on a need-to-know basis. Because 
the aforementioned demographic that 
includes Polk and Bradford remains pre¬ 
dominantly ecclesiastical, the Book of 
Mark’s chapter six comes into play - its 
start, in which a notable deity returns home: 

‘“Where did this man get these things?’ 
detractors asked, offended by his facility. 
‘What’s this wisdom that has been given 
him? What are these remarkable miracles 
he is performing? Isn’t this the carpenter? 
Isn’t this Mary’s son?’ 

“The Christ replied to his men, ‘A prophet 
is not without honor except in his own town, 
among his relatives, and in his own home.’” 

ALLTHATJAZZ 

James Edwin Polk entered this life on 
Sept. 10, 1940, in the Southeast Texas town 
of Yoakum, but moved almost immediately 
to Corpus Christ!. Settling in the all-black 
and Mexican area today known as the 
Northside, his musically inclined parents, 
Mattie Mae, a homemaker, and Maryland 
Lethridge Polk Jr., a mechanic, provided 
their two children a sturdy upbringing. 
Alongside older sister Gwendolyn, the 
Austinite belonged to the congregation at 
Calvary First Baptist Church. 

“Oh, they were strict,” says Polk. “They 
weren’t abusive. They just didn’t take no 


bullshit. My mother and father told me 
one thing: ‘Treat people the way you want 
to be treated.’” 

Music appreciation prevailed at the Polk 
household. Mattie graduated with a degree 
in music from St. Philip’s College in San 
Antonio, and Maryland, a broad autodidact, 
taught himself piano. That instrument 
became a focal point for the foursome and 
their extended family. With his father’s 
blessing, Polk embarked on playing paid 
gigs at age 13. 


learned about “progressive jazz” from a 
neighborhood musician and tastemaker from 
Austin, who suggested he attend “Sam 
Huston,” which unbeknown to either Texan 
had fused with the all-girls TiUotson CoUege 
years before. The implication proved clear 
and accurate, nonetheless: If you wanted to 
become a great player, head for the state seat 
of government. By 1958, Austinites such as 
trumpet great Kenny Dorham (revisit “Ten 
Feet Tall,” Sept. 14,2018) and Motown arrang¬ 
er Gil Askey drove their respective scenes. 


Come Rain or 
Come Shine 


Organ great James Polk works wonders outside the limelight

Dr. Polk speaks of his relevance and legacy in Austin 
with a touch of reservation earned by a gifted biack 
septuagenarian who’s weathered a psychoiogicai 
jungie of horrors few in his peer group can fathom, 
much iess fuiiy comprehend. 


Initially, he’d begun formal lessons in 
violin, but wound up playing trombone 
from middle school through graduation at 
Solomon Coles High School. Presented lim¬ 
ited choices for higher education within the 
state, he chose Huston-Tillotson, in part to 
stay away from Prairie View A&M 
University and his sister, who maintained a 
watchfulness over him rivaled only by their 
mother. Per an interview with Philadelphia 
website All About Jazz, the pianist recalled 
that Corpus Christ! “had one radio station 
.... that allowed a black disc jockey to play 
[R&B] late, 30 minutes, from 12 to 12.30 
everyday, and on Saturday.” 

Country, conjunto, and Tejano flourished 
as the popular genres of the day, but Polk 


JUST PLAIN FUNK 

Graduating from Huston-Tillotson in 
1962 with a young family to support, Polk 
embarked on teaching, one of the few white- 
collar jobs an educated African-American 
could attain during the era. He taught at 
all-black Washington High in Elgin while 
pursuing a master’s at Texas A&M Univer- 
sity-Kingsville (then Texas A&I), where he 
spent hot summers enduring discrimina¬ 
tion and racial epithets. The educator 
recalls the installation of lights at the for¬ 
mer institution to keep his black students 
in the school marching band away from the 
all-white Elgin High. 

Gigging around East Austin, Polk 
employed his talents in writing and arrang¬ 


ing to start James Polk & the Brothers, with 
trombonist Larry Collins. The group, ini¬ 
tially blues-centered, later featured Austin 
luminaries Martin Banks (see “Day Dream,” 
April 30, 1999), W.C. Clark, Matthew Robin¬ 
son, and Angela Strehli. 

“We were mostly trying to keep up with 
the Billboard Top 10 - the Beatles, Otis 
Redding, Sam Cooke, Buddy Holly,” says 
Stevie Ray Vaughan influence Clark, who 
first met Polk in Corpus. “Anything that 
was in the Top 10, we would play it.” 

Skills sharpened to steely points in the 
clubs around Rosewood Avenue, then nick¬ 
named “Bucket of Blood” for its nightly 
exsanguinations. Haunts east of the inter¬ 
state, including Charlie’s Playhouse on 
11th, became proving grounds for the band, 
especially Strehli, an Anglo cutting her 
teeth in the blues. 

“I had to decide whether I was going to 
take myself seriously, because although I 
was certainly being watched and heard, I 
knew the standards [at black venues] were 
high to be an entertainer,” says the singer, 
forever synonymous with Antone’s. 

The last iteration of the Brothers exhib¬ 
ited a heavy funk/soul lean, with booming 
1969 Twink Records singles “Power 
Struggle” and “Just Plain Punk,” which con¬ 
tinue making the rounds abroad in collec¬ 
tors’ circles and on imported compilations. 
“Twink” preserves the nickname of the 
proprietor of popular East Austin club the 
Hide-A-Way Lounge, who permitted Polk to 
use the name for his label. The band also 
cut unreleased tracks for Bill Josey Sr.’s 
Sonobeat label (peruse “Sonobeat Records,” 
Feb. 7, 2014), including the 1969 Yvonne 
Joseph smoker “Stick-To-It-Tive-Ness.” 

The Brothers fell apart once Polk took up 
vibraphone sovereign Lionel Hampton’s 
offer to tour Europe for four months as his 
bassist. The local met the legendary 
« bandleader while opening for him during a 
P weeklong run at an upscale San Antonio 
^ club. Hampton’s bassist didn’t show, so 
I Polk’s bass player sat in, to an adverse 
effect. The thumper suffered stage fright to 
the extent he couldn’t pull strings, which 
left Polk offering his services. Right place, 
right time. 

After a five-year break, James Polk & 
Company started up, in part, from the insis¬ 
tence of a young Roscoe Beck, who says he 
regularly landed at Polk’s house with a 
Herbie Hancock or Weather Report record. 
The talented bassist, who found success 
with Robben Ford, Eric Johnson, Jennifer 
Warnes, and Leonard Cohen, harbored ulte¬ 
rior motives for the semiregular visits. 

“I would say, ‘James, you’ve got to get 
back,”’ he chuckles. “‘You’ve got to get back 
to it, to playing music full time. You should 
quit IBM.’” 

Polk did quit IBM, where he worked for a 
decade as one of the century-old tech firm’s 
first black manufacturing buyers. Fronting 
Polk & Company for a brief period, he ran 
into an old playing buddy employed by Ray 
Charles. Two weeks after reaching the 
bandleader, he got the fateful call.

BROTHER RAY 

Polk confirms his former boss’ ability to 
identify a person’s race and vitals simply by 
shaking their hand. He calls Ray Charles a 
jazz musician at heart and claims the 
“What’d I Say” singer would sometimes fly 
his own plane. Soul brother No. 1 was also 
sucker for a great joke. 

“Ray would sit up front, and the captain 
would voice commands and steering posi¬ 
tions,” remembers his former bandleader. 
“One time I was like, ‘R.C., it’s all right for 
you to fly this plane, but don’t you try to 
land this motherfucker.” 

He calls Charles nothing less than genius. 
When the Georgia-born keyboardist and sax¬ 
ophonist wasn’t writing out song arrange¬ 
ments, he came to the Texan with charts 
entirely mapped out in his head. To the note. 

“He would dictate to me, give me eight 
bars at a time - each instrument,” says 
Polk. “Also, he would call out each note of 
each instrument.” 

Beginning as an organist, JP evolved into 
Charles’ mainstay arranger, writer, and con¬ 
ductor. Grammy nominations for 1979’s 
“Some Enchanted Evening” and 1983’s 
country-tinged “Born to Love Me” followed. 
While his tenure in the big band didn’t bear 
much fruit for Charles’ record-charting 
prospects, Polk made his bones as an 
arranger of note in the music industry. The 
Austinite also released the excellent soul/ 
funk burner You Know the Feeling in 1984. 

A moderately scarce album favored by 
collectors, its grooves run similar to the 
Brothers’ singles. The album also serves as 
a reminder that its creator’s work might 
well rank highest amongst crate diggers. So 
much for royalty income. 

CONING HONE 

Leaving Charles in 1987, Polk came to a 
number of conclusions. Chief amongst 
them, Los Angeles traffic and superficiality 
turned him off. Roadwork throughout the 
late Seventies to the mid-Eighties also 
reached a breaking point. 

“You would be out on the road for nine 
months,” he says. “If there were any break, 
you would be left wherever you were. Ray 
would fly back to L.A., but we had to stay on 
the road. You only got two weeks off. After a

while, you forget what day it is, what time it 
is. I finally just decided, T don’t need this.’” 

Already twice divorced, he longed for 
Austin and familial stability, so on Thanks¬ 
giving 1987, Polk decided to remarry his 
ex-wife Imogene in Las Vegas - 12 years 
after the couple divorced. Settled locally, he 
fulfilled a promise to his mother and fin¬ 
ished his master’s under far less abusive 
circumstances at Texas State in San Mar¬ 
cos. Earning an honorary doctorate from 
Huston-Tillotson, he completed his teach¬ 
ing career 30 minutes from home (see “San 
Marcos Tonight,” Aug. 3, 2018) and retired 
as professor emeritus of jazz studies. 

Revered for preternatural organ skills, he 
currently leads his group Centerpeace when 


not accompanying one of his longtime 
admirers in supremely talented saxophon¬ 
ist Elias Haslanger for Church on Monday. 
Likewise, Polk stepped into the role of unof¬ 
ficial father figure to the likes of trumpeter 
Ephraim Owens (see “Double Fruitfulness,” 
April 7, 2017) and drummer Scott Laning- 
ham. Roscoe Beck calls Polk “one of my top 
two mentors.” 

And yet, where James Edwin Polk’s musi¬ 
cal virtuosity ranks him as one of Austin’s 
greatest art practitioners, he’s never been 
universally acknowledged. 

“I believe a jazz and blues scene has to be 
multigenerational,” offers DiverseArts Cul¬ 
ture Works founder and archivist Harold 
McMillan. “I continually use James and

[trumpeter] Martin Banks as examples, 
because considering their resumes and ped¬ 
igree, they should’ve been anchors of the 
local scenes - the granddaddies, the mae- 
stros. It’s taken a while for James to be 
somewhat treated that way, and I don’t know 
that Martin was ever treated that way.” 

Guitarist for Church on Monday, Tommy 
Howard reasons bluntly, “It’s a racism thing 
and it’s there, whether people want to talk 
about it or not.” 

He continues: “I think his white contem¬ 
poraries in Austin get a lot more recognition 
than he does. In my opinion, he should be 
up there with Willie [Nelson], Ray Benson. 
Of all the Austin legends, he’s one of them.” 

GOD SAW TO IT 

For his part. Dr. Polk speaks of his rele¬ 
vance and legacy in Austin with a touch of 
reservation earned by a gifted black septua¬ 
genarian who’s weathered a psychological 
jungle of horrors few in his peer group can 
fathom, much less fully comprehend. 

“He’s dealt with some profoundly evil 
shit,” stresses Laningham, drummer in the 
Church on Monday. “The stuff he’s described, 
it would break most people I know.” 

On a sunny day at Halcyon Coffee, the 
man himself chooses the courage of side¬ 
stepping a bitterness he wouldn’t be blamed 
for harboring. 

“My dad did not lie when he told me, 
when I was young, that people are always 
going to be envious because you do what¬ 
ever you do well,” he ultimately answers. 
“I’ve accepted it.” 

Despite this explanation, it’s possible 
he’s grown weary enough to stop fighting it, 
but he acknowledges his existence as pre¬ 
determined, a vessel. Plus, he’s not needy 
for wider acceptance. The seduction of any¬ 
one’s gaze has long passed, perhaps to his 
detriment even in present day. 

“I know who I am,” Polk insists. ‘“To 
thine own self be true.’ I had no choice to be 
who I am because God saw to it.” 

Verses five and six of Mark, chapter six, 
continue: “He could not do any miracles 
there, except lay his hands on a few sick 
people and heal them. He was amazed at 
their lack of faith.” ■

“I’ve always thought of Austin music as a natural resource 
in the same way as Barton Springs/' contemplates Austin 
School of Rock director Rick Carney. “There’s lots to be done 
in preserving this heritage and that falls on all of us, but espe¬ 
cially people like myself who work with the next generation.” 

The novel concept behind School of Rock, which serves 
30,000 students through 225 schools in 12 countries, is 
that it gives musicians age 7-18 legit stage experience. 
Friday’s showcase finds local youth performing a set list of 
Austin classics ranging from the 13th Floor Elevators’ 1966 


single “You’re Gonna Miss Me” to Sweet Spirit’s 2015 rager 
“Take Me to a Party.” 

Along the way, students collaborate with artists who 
originated the material. Fastball singer/bassist Tony Scaizo 
tutors kids on “The Way,” Riverboat Gamblers’ Mike Wiebe 
and Ian McDougall light a fuse on “Save You,” and Tim Kerr 
sings on the Big Boys’ brilliant outlier and extreme live rarity 
“Sound on Sound.” Expect unannounced appearances from 
Austin favorites as they fundraise for musician health care 
nonprofit HAAM. - Kevin Curtin 


A Celebration of Esme Barrera MOHAWK, FRIDAY 18 


The enduring legacy of Esme Barrera is the impact an 
individual can make by being enthusiastic, generous, loving. 
The Austin music booster, murdered on New Year’s Day 
2012, remains a sweetheart fixture of the homegrown 
scene seven years after her tragic death. 

Friday, Barrera’s favorite acts and best friends play 
Mohawk in her memory. Greg Gonzalez (Cigarettes After 
Sex) and Jim Ward (Sparta, At the Drive-In), both hailing 
from the honoree’s hometown of El Paso, headline 
alongside punk/indie bard Ted Leo. Austin acts she adored, 
the Crack Pipes and John Wesley Coleman, plus her dear 


friend Mark Fagan’s newer group the John-Pauls, perform as 
well. Money raised through the concert goes toward a Girls 
Rock Camp, along with 25 scholarships, in El Paso. 

“We wanted to do something big and unique that cap¬ 
tured Esme’s magic,” says Erica Flores, who volunteered 
with Barrera at Girls Rock Austin and heads up the El Paso 
project with fellow GRA alum Jess Bee. 

Bee, who got into GRA through Barrera’s urging, remem¬ 
bers her friend saying, “I wish there was something like this 
when I was growing up in El Paso.”
